London, April 15.—King George and 
Queen Mary have been paying sev- 
eral impromptu visits to various places 
of interest in and about London for 
the last two weeks, to the consterna- 
tion of some and the great delight of 
others of their subjects. The new 
rooms at the National Gallery and the 
Union Jacx Club were two. of their 
destinations, and one day last week 
they went upto the Hampstead Gar- 
den Suburb, which has been developed 
in the north of London. King George 
hag just peen overhauling his prop- 
erty, which lies on just the opposite 
side of the city, and where some of 
the worst slums exist. These are now 
to be torn down gradually and model 
cottages built, and the visit to the 
Garden Suburb was intended to give 
him some hints on the rebuilding of 
his own property. 

On the Garden Suburb there has 
been built a hotel for working women 
of the professional class, where some 
fifty private flats are. built round a 
quadrangle, with dining halk and com- 
mon room as part of the equipment. 
Naturally the queen expressed a wish 
to see Waterlow Court, as it is 
called, and so well was the secret 
of her visit kept that when three 
private automobiles drove up to the 
entrance, mo one but the pomer— 
alas! in. mufti, when he might have 
been wearing his uniform and a row 
of medals won in service for the 
country—was there to welcome the 
royalties. Tea is always served in the 
dining hall, although most of the resi- 
dents prefer to have it in their own 
flats, and five ladies only out of the 
whole lot were present and rose to 
their feet when the door was flung 
open with the announcement: “The 
king and queen!’ Having expressed 
approval of the huge open grate where 
a big fire was burning, and aliso of 
the oak-beamed, lattice-windowed 
room, the queen asked to see one of 
the flats.

tion in the French press, the whole 
question of this state-owned railroad 
in parliament and in 
Public. WUpholders of the theory of 
private enterprise attack the state for 
meddling with railroads, and social- 
ists blame the capitalists for practical- 
ly wrecking the railway system before 
the state took contro}. In the clash 
between two parties of uncompromis- 
ing theorists. many facts have been 
obscured and much nonsense has been 
written. The truth is that the West- 
6rn State railway. at present, is in a 
Geplorable state. Not long ago, a fa- 
mous American railway expert told me 
he could not imagine how it could be 
worse. 

The state took control of the West- 
ern railway on January 1, 1909. Since 
then, according to M. Puech, minister 
of public works under M. Briand, there 
have been 38 serious accidents—12 de- 
ralilments and 26 collisions. I have 
tried to get the official number of 


deaths, but was told that the govern- | 
“ment reccrds were incomplete, there 


being on the records at the ministry of 
public works only 68 deaths, and the 
officials themselves” admit that the 
fatalities were many more. The state 
railway officials positively refuse fo 
give any information. Without being 
contradicted, however, M. Fernand En- 
gerand, deputy from Calvados, stated 
recentiv in the chamber of deputies 
that the deaths were 80, and, as since 
then 12 more passengers were killed 
in the triple @olifsion of February 12 
at Courville, the total massacre 
amounts to $2, 

“Three-quarters of the accidents,” 
according to the late minister of pub- 
lic works, “were due to the violation 
of regulations.”” Under the system in- 
stituted by the late director, recently 
superceded by the government, disor- 
Ger reigned from top to bottom, and 
the minister himself described it as 
“organized scientific incoherence.” 

How . Railway Fell Into Anarchy. 

Just how the state railway fell into 
anarchy and chaos is a story which 
gives the key to the whole situation. 
In order to see clearly, therefore, why 
the American boat-train expresses 
must run over raiis laid down over 
thirty years ago, it is necessary to go 
back a few years. It should be remem. 


*bered that there are involved in this 


 ' 


muddle two distinct railroad systems— 
the old state railway line, which runs 
into the southwest of France, and the 
gecond known as the Western railway, 
which has been giving all the trouble. 
The firet state railway dates back 
oO 1878. At that time a certain num- 
ber of companies, owning the conces- 
sions to eonstruct and 
in the south- 
weet of France, found they could no 
longer make money out of these lines 
and still less were they able to con- 
struct new ones. In order, therefore, 
to safeguard the commercial, indus- 
trial and agricultural interests in this 
section of the country the state bought 
the lines which were divided up among 
te: small companies, without cohesior, 
competitors with the great railway 
systems and without defense. There 
was no intention tnen of creating a 
state railway system. The ideq was 
that the etate should organize ani 
Operate these lines provisionally, 
finally turning them pack again to pri- 
Vaie owners. As the railroads belong- 
ine to thesa ten small companies in- 
terinced with the great Orleans rail- 
way system the state, by exchanging 
certain small pieces of railroad with 
this company, and by the building of 
a few connecting lines, succeeded 
finally ig forming a fairly cohesive 
system of its own. 
From the very firat tre 
companies discriminated against this 
state-owned line, charging it exorbitant 
prices when cars were forced to trav- 
eree their lines. but in spite of this 
unfair treatment the state railway 
“prospered” as M. Besnard, a deputy, 
puts it, and was the first railway in 
France to introduce corridor and re- 
frigerator cars and heated cars for 
perishable merchandise, and was the 
first tine to carry tlird-class passen- 
gers in express trains and heat the 
Ahird-class cars. These innovations, 
contrary to what many expectea, did 
mot have a bad-effect on the receipts 
of the railroad. According to the 
budget for 1911, which is based on 
preceding budgets, the ld state rail- 
way ie actually making monty; the 
reoeints being $13.061,090 and the ex- 
Penditure $10,514,840, thus showing an 
eppaerent profit of $2,536.1698.

distinction in the case of railroads? 

The conditions on the Western rail- 
way, recently taken over by the state, 
and which is being run in conjunction | 
with the old state railway. are just the, 
reverse of satisfactory, and there ecan/| 
be no argument about that. 

According to some experts, before! 
the system can be put into first-class |

|; order, the government will have to re- | 


build the entire system of tracks and' 
most of the depots, and replace most of. 
the rolling stock.’ This will take ten. 
years’ timé, and will cost over $200,-| 
000,000. Whether the government can | 
meet these exigencies, thus averting a’ 
crash which would make the Panama, 
scandal fade into insignificance, re- | 
mains to be seen. This deplorable state | 
of affairs is the direct result of former | 
mismanagement and neglect on the | 
part of the old private company, and) 
the state is now reaping the harvest. | 
The state, however,.is indirectly to! 
blame, for instead of taking over the 
railroad immediately, the politicians, 
as is usually the case, talked about 
buying the railroad for ten years. “If 
the state ia going to confiscate the 
line,” the old directors argued, ‘‘there 
is no use in repairing it or changing 
the rolling stock.” They did not do so, 
and the result today is that some $100,- 
000,000 worth of repairs and improve- 
ments have accumulated. 
Government Interfered. 

The government was forced to inter- 
fere in the management of the Western 
railway. As the road was rapidly go- 
ing from bad to worse, complaints from 
all over the west of France poured in. 
It was even difficult to’do business in 
the area served by this company. In 
order to save the situation the govern- 
ment decided first to simply guarantee 
the interest on the company’s stock. 
The result of this blunder was that the 
directors of the road saw that they 
could make more money by running 
the line at a further loss, forcing the 
government each year to make up the 
shortage than by making the railroad 
pay a very small dividend by strict 
economy. In other words, the com- 
pany directors scientifically bled the 
state. To prevent the government from 
defending itself by confiscating the line 
and taking it over at the valuation of 
experts, these directors, with incarnate 
shrewdness (not to use a stronger 
term) unloaded the company’s stock, 
guaranteed by the government, on the 
small merchant. and peasant nce 


throughout the whole west of France. 
Once this was done the government, 
for political reasons, was powerless. 
Had parliament decided on confiscation, 
taking over he line at its proper value, 
all the stock in the hands of the peas- 
ants and small merchants would have 
collapsed in value. There might even 
have been an uprising in the country, 
and no end of trouble. For political 
reasons, therefore, the government de- 
cided to protect the railroad’s stock 
with the result that the former direc- 
tors of this wrecked railroad are’ 
among the richest men in France. 
When finally the Western railway was 
taken over by the government the old 
directors had so juggled the figures as 
to give the railway a fictitious value. 
Experts are still trying to unravel the, 
tangle, and it is estimated that not 
until 1935 will the railroad be paid for 
and the accounts closed. 

When the government took over the 
line two years ago there was anarchy 
everywhere. The stock of coal was 
enough only for fifteen days whereas | 
today the normal supply is for 140/ 
days. Between four and five thou- | 
sand cars were absolutely

Most damaging statements are maie 
by M. Fernand Engerand, deputy from 
Calvados. The line to Paris from 
Cherbourg was constructed in 1876 ard 
part of it has not ben reinforced for 
twenty years. On the line, he says, 
there are dangerous curves, insiufficiant 
signals and in some places it.is almost 
impossible to see the signals. On the 
line from Caen to Cherbourg, a dis- 
tance of eighty-five miles, the rails 
are nine yards long and weigh only 
eighty-four pounds and their paving 
is defective. Some time ago M. Enger- 
and, while waiting at a station on tre 
Parfs-Cherbourg line, examined tho 
rails and with his finger picked off a 
hanging piece of iron which he prw- 
sented to his colleagues in the cham- 
ber of deputies, saying he eould have 
brought along fifty more similar pieces. 
Ten minutes later, he says, the trans- 
atlantic express passed over these riils 
at seventy-five miles an hour shaking 
the whole station. On September 10 
last the “rapide,” from Paris to Cher- 
bourg, while going at tne rate of sey- 
enty miles an hour, left the track at 
Berray and eleven deaths rasulted. Aec- 
cording to a subsequent report made 
by the minister of public works the 
cause of the accident -.was due to the 
bad state of the roadbed. Repairs at 
this very spot were arranged for in 
1909, but had not been done when th> 
accident took place. 

“Tf one had wished to cause a catas- 
trophe at Bernay,” said M. Engerand, 
“one could not have proceedel ciffer- 
ently. At Bernay there is a danzereous 
curve and it has alweys been signalled 
as the most dangerous point on the 
Paris-Cherbourg line. The line under 
the old company management was 
never good and was in no state io 
support great speed.” 

New Danger Created. 

Even some of the state 
ments have increased the danger. 
Some of the new locomotives, known 
as the “Facific’ type, have created ‘a 
new danger. These locomotives are 
good but very large. From tie loco- 
motive hood it is difficult for the en- 
gineer to see signals built to be -seen 
from small, low, old-type locomutives.

Batignolles, according to this deputy, 
it actually crushed the rails and the 
directing engineer refused to allow the 
engine, owing to its weight, to cross 
the bridge at Asnieres. 

Added to all the natural trouble left 
to the state as a legacy by the old 
company the recent railroad strike 
createég new confusion. When M. 
Briand mobilized the strikers and vor- 
dered them as soldiers to return ro 
work, they succeeded in avenging 
themselves by changing the labels on 
cars so that merchandise destined .to 
Havre went to Marseilles or Bordeaux, 
where it was not wanted and where 
no one knew what to do with it. Asa 
result the utmost confusion still reigns. 
The Paris “Matin” déclares that 280 
lost wagons were foung in the forest 
of St. Germain, and 700 at Maison La- 
fitte. At Poissy a train loaded with 
coal, potatoes and atitomobiles was 
abandoned for over 30 days and at Ar- 
genteuil a merchandise train lay with- 
out being moved for 40 days. When 
M. Jean Dupuy, minister of commerce, 
was at Havre January 13, a represen- 
tative of the Allan line told him that 
for 43 days, 5,000 sacks of corn had 
been waiting to be moved. Forelgn 
shipments destineqg to Havre on the 
way to America have been diverted 
recently to Mediterranean ports, or to 
Antwerp in order that they shall not 
be lost in the confusion. 

During my Own investigation a large 
shipping agent told me of some inci» 
dents at Havre. In one case several 
closed cars containing cattle were 
opened only to find the animals dead 
from starvation; one firm having ask- 
ed for an empty car found it full of 
Sunpowder ang on another occasion, 
when the guard took special precau- 
tions to watch overnight a car of dyna- 
mite, the receivers found in the morn- 
ing not dynamite but potatoes. This 
confusion among shipping, however, ‘!s 
not confined to the state line but ex- 
ists more or less every@here. Side 
tracks are so loaded with cars cominz

These men who are s0 raised 
to cabinet rank often have no know'l- 
edge of the work which they are in- 
trusted with, or have not the trainin 
of the sort which fits them for eenaie 
work. Also the growing reluctance 
of ministers to give any information 
to the house concerning their depart- 
ments. aggravates the trouble. 

3. Furthermore, these enemies of 
the party system say that the party 
funds are raised and used in the 
wrong way. They are all opposed to 
the practice of buying titl which so 
largely swell the party war chests.

; Campaign Funds Publicity. 

| Among «the many acts of remedial 
legislation which the incoming con- 
gress; with its large democratic ma- 
jority in the house and its near dem- 
ocratic majority in the senate, may 
reasonably be expected to perforin, 
there is one distinctively democratic 
reform which should, and doubtless 
Will command early attention. It is 
the amendment to the existing cam. 
paign publicity law advocated by the 
National Publicity Law Organization, 
publication of 
campaign contributions before election. 

Under the present statute donations 
to the national and congressional cam - 
paign committees, and their expendi- 
tures, are made public only after the 
election is held. To make effective the 
purpose of campaign ‘fund publicity, 
which is to divorce corporations from 
politics and minimize their influence 
upon commerce and upon candidates, 
and to allow the public to know the 
source from which the funds to con- 
duct campaigns are derived, as well 
as the objects to which they are de- 
voted, it is essential that publicity 
should be given to these contributions 
before elections. 

Such has been the democratic con- 
tention ever since the question began 
gan to be agitated in congress. Wren 
this is done the national government 
will have gone as far as it can be ex: 
pected to go in the matter of ter- 


minating the partnership which has 


long existed between the republican 
party and those interests, which, in 
return for liberal contributions to the 
war chest of the republican party, have 
been favored with special legislation. 
The struggle for thé proper sori of 
campaign fund publicity has been a 
iong and stubborn one, and since ttie 
democratic principle is about to bs 
realized in a democratic congress, a 
brief recital of its history is not out 
of place here.

Age brought counsél, however, and 
The New Age, while losing none of its 
brilliance, became, more conservative 
and took its place as quite the clever- 
est of the literary and political re- 
views. Much of its success wag due to 
the remarkgble literary criticisms 
written by aA person named “Jacob 
Tonson.” Now, I know something of 
literary and journalistic London, and I 
have never run across anybody bear- 
ing that euphonious name, nor have I 
met anyone else who has. A  féw 
weeks after he began to write every- 
one was asking, “Who is Jacob Ton- 
son, anyway?’ and every other man 
one met professed to have certain in- 
formation that he was a well-known 
author. Unfortunately, no two men 
with certain information agreed on the 
identity of Jacob Tonson, so the mys- 
tery became deeper than ever. 

What made it still more irritating 
was that Jacob is an uncommonly 
plain-spoken critic. If he doesn’t like

out the slightest compunction, and he 
has an uncanny way of putting his 
finger on the weak spot in a new 
volume. 

Well, now I am able, by a process 
of deduction, to clear up the mystery 
by announcing that Jacob Tonson is 
Arnold Bennett, one of the cleverest 
cf English novelists. Bennett hag given 
himself away, so he can’t complain at 
being given away. Bennett wrote an 
introduction to John .N. Raphael’s 
translation of Marié Claire, the won- 
derful book thy Marguerite Audoux, 
the French dressmaker, which has 
been the literary sensation of the year. 
In it he described his meeting with 
Marguerite Audoux and hts impression 
of her personality and genius. A 
couple of weeks a in The New Age, 
Jacob Tongson, in almost identical lan- 
guage, described his meeting with 
Madame Audoux and his sensations. 
Moreover, he spoke of being “some- 
what disturbed in my Midland phlegm” 
at the prospect. Bennett comes from 
thé Midlands, and the scenes of nearly 
all his novels and short stories are 
laid in that particular section of the 
Midlands known as the Potteries.

terview today, told the plans of his 
mother, Mrs. Hetty Green, to dispose 
fof millions, as was outlined in an ex- 
clusive story by the Publishers’ Press a 
few weeks ago. Since coming to New 
|York from Texas, Colonel Green has 
gathered the intérests of his mother 
into a $100,000,000 corporation. It is 
announced that Mrs. Green is to leave 
the little flat in Hoboken and to live 
with her bachelor son at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, moving there May l. 

“My grandfather laid the foundation 
of the fortune which my mother has 
asked me to assist her to manage,” 
explained Colonel Green. “I should like 
nothing better than to launcu my New 
York career from the same offices 
which he occupied. They may be va- 
cated May 1, but, as my mother never 
dispossesses a good tenant, we may 
have to locate in one of our other 
buildings down town. 

“My grandfather was an oil king in 
his period. He practically supplied the 
eastern states with sperm oil, obtained 
from whales killed off the coast of 
Alaska. In those days there was no 
transportation across the country. Aft- 
er his death, petroleum took the place 
of sperm oil.

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Handsome stained glass window at St. Luke’s, a memorial to Mrs. Mary 


Bockover 
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One of the handsomest stained glass 
windows in Atlanta was dedicated Fri- 
day morning at St. Luke’s chruch as a 
memorial to the late Mrs. Mary Bock- 
over Toy, wife of R. B. Toy. Impressive 
services’ marked the unveiling of the 
magnificent window, which was given 
to the church by Mr. Toy, his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Williams Bailey Lamar, and 
the two sons, Rogers Bockover Toy and 
Bockover Toy. 

Bishop CC. K. Nelson conducted the 
ceremony, assisted by Rev. Cc. B. Wil- 
mer, rector of St. Luke's, and an im- 
pressive office and beautiful singing 
made the dedication one of much -sol- 
emnity. 

The window is of splendid propor- 
tion, being 10 feet wide by 24 feet high. 
Its surface divided into four nar- 
row upper panels beneath which are 
four shorter panels of the same width. 
The picture filling the four up er 
panels is of the Crucifixion and Good 
Friday was appropriately chosen for 
the unveiling for this reason. The 
window was designed and executed by 
a famous firm in Munich, Germany, and 
the color contrasts and rich combina- 
tions are marvelously arranged. 

The figure of the ¢rucified Savior oc- 
cupies the second panel from the right, 
the tortured body hanging heavily from 
extended drooping arms. Two figures

kneel at the foot of this panel, while in 
the panel next to the left stands the 
Divine Mothey,. with face averted and 
head bowed in an agony of grief. A 
second figure fills this panel at the bot- 
tom, while above, close to .the dying 
Christ, hovers an angel with § out- 
stretched arms as’ though waiting to 
catch the cry “Why Hast Thou For- 
saken Me?’ Be , 

The extreme left and right panels 
show standing and kneeling figures, 
the Centuricie, who had charge of the 
Roman guard, Joseph of Arimethea and 
others being shown. 

The heads of the panels are elab- 
orately decorated in Florentine gothic, 
and at the foot of these pafiels runs a 
scroll bearing the words, ‘“Fatter, into 
Thy hands I commend my spirit.” 

“Angels of Light” fill the - ur 
swinging lower panels, and in their 
hands is borne a ribbon on which is 
inscribed, “‘To the Glory of God and in: 
Loving Memory of Mary Bockover Toy, 
born January 17, 1852; died January 28, 
1910.” At the lower border of the win- 
dow is written, “Grant them, O Lord, 
eternal rest, and light perpetual shine 
upon them.”

Folks whq contemplate the keeping 
of a pen or so of chickens on a city 
lot, as a recent editorial in this paper 
would indicate, havé many grave prob- 


lems to solve that the farmer knows 


nothing of, and the greater of these 
is cleanliness. On the farm, except 
during the winter months, chickens are 
at liberty to roam around, and so the 
coops remain fairly clean, but in the 
city, where there's a neighbor every 4) 
or 50 feet, you must keep your birds 
with people 
who love their flowers more than they 
do you chickens. 

Besides, chicken 
must necessarily be small 
and on this account vermin and dirt 
must be fought continuausly, relent- 
lessiy and systematically—systemat 
ically because the average city man’s 
time is taken up in pursuit of the elu- 
sive dollar and quite frequently only 
the Sabbath morhing is devoted to 
Cleaning chicken coops, which is next 
to Godliness, from the poultryman’s 
point of view. In other words, time 
fe too valuable to waste in puttering 
round. 

In constructing the house, have it 
arranged so that you can have drop- 
ping boards under the perches, which 
not only keep the floors clean, but 
saves much valuable manure, whichis 
@ great help to the flower garden. 
These boards should be hinged and ar- 
fanged so they can be hooked up out 
of the way—a screwe eye in the outer 
of the way—a screw-eye in the outer 
trick nicely.

Pip is not a disease. 

There is some fellow back there in

sayirg pip is not a disease in itself. 
He always does when I write on pip. 
I'm ready for him with my answer. 

Well, pip in itself is not a disease, 
but a symptom of some other disease. 
It may come from indigestion or coid. 
A dry scale forms on the tongue, be- 
cause from some cause the chick is 
compelled to breath through its mouth 
instead of the nostrils. 

Let the pip on the tongue remain. 
First cure the cold or disordered di- 
gestion, then moisten the scale with 
giycerine to soften it, and it will slip 
off. Poor tlood circulation sometimes 
causes pip. it is not contagious. 


Mrs. E. Comfort, Kosciusko, Mies.—I 
have had bad luck in hatching chicks 
in the incubator and my hens do not 
set at all so far. I neglected to look 
after it eas often as I should while 
hatching, and the temperature ran to 
112, cookipg all the chicks in the 
shell, an@ making those in the nursery 
hot. There were fifty-four dead 
in the shell and only got forty-seven 
live chicks. Thirty-flve are growing 


three breeds on the place, 
and do not want but two. I have 
nineteen hens: and in four days ot 
fifty-two eggs. They have laid this 
way for the past two months, 
have not kept a record, but shall from 
now on. I have some of the finest eggs 
I ever saw incubating now. They are 
from Des Molines, Iowa. Are the Light 
Brahma. I have some nice Columbian 
Wyandottes that I like. I will tell 
you later how I succeed. I have had 
Light Brahmas for years, and we like 
them so well we do not care for other 
breeds. If you feed them regularly 
they lay well summer and winter. ani 
when you eat either eggs or chickens 
you have large ones, not a mere scrap. 
They are gentie and stand confinement 
well. I hope to raise some fine ones 
from this hatch. 

The Columbian Wrandottes lay well. 
are smaller and more nervous, can fiy 
over fences and get about like thev 
mean business. have never had 
Rhode Island Reds. Don’t like their 
color, but guess they are fine, ther 
seem s0 popular. 

Answer—It's a wonder you had an? 
live chicks at all after the heat ran 
up to 112 degrees. You wil! heave to 
watch these little chicks verry care- 
fully up until they are three weeks 
oid. They may not show the effects of 
the heat now, but ther may later. ‘I 
hope not, however.

Mrs. A. E. C., West Point, Ga.— With 
the White Wyandottes. Now, Reds, I 


and flog me out. But I want to Know 
how much feed to give one White Wy- 
andotte cock and one hen. have 
them in a pen about 7 feet by 13. 
Haven't any house for them; only 4 
small chicken coop with ends not 
closed up: Cannot rain on them in 
there, but they have to roost on the 
ground with leaves ,and pine straw 
under them. I am going to have a 
house made for them soon, and tell 
me how large to make it and all about 
feeding them. Would it be best to 
have more than one hen in the pen, 
and are all “dottes” as good as the 
Reds and Leghorns? Some claim they 
are better. I am feeding them on peas 
corn, oats and corn meal dough. 1 
give them collard leaves to eat and 
egg shelis. Haven't given them any 
meat scraps yet. What is*it I can get 
to give them in place of meat? Isn't 
there some kind of dried blood or some- 
thing I can get? Please let me know 
im next issue of paper. I will try and 
not trouble you any more soon. 

Answer—If you have the pair of 
“dottes’’ penned alone, expecting there. 
by to secure pure eggs for hatching, 
my advice is to put at least four more 
hens in with them or your Wyandotte 
hen eges will hardly hatch well. As 
a Wyandotte lays a tinted egg, select 
hens that lay white-shelled ones, so 
you can distinguish between  theni. 
Make it a pen. of six and put a good 
sized packing box in the yard for a 
roosting place. Three feet high will 
be plenty. Feed the six a pint of feed 
twice a day, mashes and cracked grain. 
Try and give them about 8 or Sig 
ounces of feed per day for each bird. 
They should be provided with grit, 
shells, charcoal, dried granulated bone, 
green stuff and fresh water at a3? 
times. If you can buy Gried blood you 
should be able to buy meat scraps from 
the same parties who sell the dried 
blood, If you can get neither, then 
feed about a gill of cotton seed meal in 
mash twice a week. Be very careful 
that you don’t overfeed. Weigh your 
birds occasionally and see if they are 
not getting overfat. Here is where 
the danger lies. 


Mrs. W. L. Clark, Hattiesburg, Miss., 
R. 2.—I have raised the Barred Plym- 
outh Rocks five years with this and 
I can truthfully say they are the 
healthiest and easiest chickens I ever 
have tried to raise.

TALK OF IMPEACHMENT 
'OR CABINET OFFICERS 


It Is Current Gossip in Wash- 
ington That Investigation Will 
Probably Result in Proceed- 
ings Being Brought Against 
Two Members of Taft’s Off- 
cial Household. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 1%8.—(Special.)— 
Republican housekeeping and the con- 
duct of the nine executive departments 
of the government will soon be sub- 
jected to the white light of publicity 
by committees of the democratic house 
and the evils and abuses which are 
alleged to have crept into the post- 
office and legal departments particu- 
larly, and possibly the other seven as 
well, will be searchingly and thor- 
oughly probed. 

This was the conclusion reached at 
a conference in the speaker's room 
this afternoon, attended by Speaker 
(lark, Mr. Underwood, the democratic 
leader, and the nine chairmen of va- 
rious committees. 

Never opefore since 1876—-when a 
democratic house inaugurated a thor- 
ough cleaning out of the executive 
departments, impeached a member of 
the cabinet, pruned ayj-propriations in 
@ way never done before, abolished 
useless positions and cleaned things 
up generally—has such a determined 
inquiry been décided upon: 

Departments Are Excited. 

The various executive departments 
are considerably excited over the com- 
Employees of the gov- 

ent, though they dare not at the 
risk of their jobs, talk for publica- 
tion, are elated over the prospects of 
having the truth become known. A 
long lease of power has apparently 
made ‘the repwhblicans arbitrary and in- 
tclerant. The inquiry to be inaugu- 
rated into the departments presided 
over by Mr. Hitchcock, Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham and the others, will 
be thorough and exhaustive. No mercy 
will be shown. 

As a result of the disclosures ex- 
pected, impeachment proceedings may 
be instituted against one or two mem- 
bers of President Taft’s cabinet. 

That members of the senate believe 
such a situation may develop is proven 
by their disinclination to take any hand 
in the inquiry at this time. They pre- 
fer to leave that mater to the proper 
committee of the house since, if im- 
peachment proceedings are instituted, 
the senate must sit as the judges in the 
case. , 
Ready to Start Probe. 

Nine house committees are ready and 
eager to start to work, but certain pre- 
liminaries must be gone through with 
before hearings are begun. 
Ashbrook, of the committee of the ex- 
penditures of the postoffice department, 
jesued a call for a meeting Monday 
morning at 11 o'clock, when the work 
of probing Mr. Hitchcock's department 
will be discussed. 

A resolution by Representative Ham- 
lin, of Missouri, chairman of commit- 
tee of expenditures in the state depart- 
ment, was introduced today as the re- 
sult of conference this afternoon. It 
follows the line of that presented re- 
cently by Representative, Morris Shep- 
ard, of Texas, and proposes to extend 
the powers of all nine investigating 
committees contained in house rule 42, 
so as to give them authority to sub- 
poena witnesses, examine them under 
oath and require thre production of 
books and papers. 

Text ef Resolution. 

The Hamlin resolution declares: 

“They are hereby instructed to pro- 
ceed to examine into the state of the 
accounts and expenditures of the re- 
epective departments submitted to 
them and into the affairs of said de- 
partments as fully as it is permitted 
to them, and made their duty to do 
by the rules of the house relating to 
eaid committees respectively and for 
the purpose of enabling the commit- 
tees aforesaid to fully comprehend the 
work of the various branches of the 
departments of the government re- 
spectively. The investigations of said 
committees may c«leem necessary for 
its own guidance or information or the 
rotection of the publie interest, and 
or the exposures of frauds or abuses 
of any kind in said departments. 

“Said committees shail have powsr 
to subpoena and examine witnesses 
under oath, send for records, books and 
papers and other evidenc chat may 
be necessary to make the investiga- 
tion full and complete.” 

Ne One Exempt. 

The resolution further provides that 
the committee may sit during any re- 
cess of congress if deemed necessary. 

Under .this resolution cabinet offi- 
cers, bufeau ehiefs and employees of 
the various departments can be com- 
pelied to testify under oath. Numerous 
other witnesses may ge called to tes- 
tify regarding the operations of spies 
and epecial agents.

It is not by any means certain that 
they will do it, and they have not defi- 
nitely set that date as a time limit, but 
among themselves they have made it a 
mark at which to aim. Many of them 
are firmly convinced that they will have 
passed and sent over to the senate by 
that time every legislative proposal 
which they have declared in advance 
would go through the house at this 
special session. 


b= "The *elerity With which the demo- 


crats in the house have started to en- 
acting bills on their legislative pro- 
gram, now that the preliminaries of or- 
ganization are out cf the way, has sim- 
ply amazed and confounded the repub- 
licang. 

Putting It Up to the Senate. 

The straegy of the democratic ma- 
jority in the house with their plan of 
campaign is now clearly disclosing it- 
self. They purpose sending over to the 
senate in rapid succession all of the 
legislative measures on which they 
have reached an agreement. The at- 
tention of the country will be diverted 
to the other end of the capitol and 
away from the house when the sena- 
tors begin to quarrel over Canadian 
reciprocity, direct election of senators 
and the proposal to make campaign 
contributions public before, as well as 
after elections. 

It may be, too, that the Lorimer case 
will be running in the senate in a lit- 
tle while, and commanding widespread 
public attention. Before the middle of 
next week the house will have given 
the senate provender for several 
months’ debate ard controversy. To 
the material already provided, the dem- 
ocrats will almost immediately add the 
“farmers’ free list” bill. This bill, in 
itself, it is commonly apprehended, will 
bring about an historical wrangle in 


the senate. 

It is the common expectation that the 
Canadian recprocity bill will be passed 
and sent to the senate not later than 
Monday or Tuesday. The “farmers’

TOLEDO BLADE 
GUTTED BY FIR 


The Loss Estimated at 
$150,000 to $200,000. : 


Printers Were Cut off by 
Flames, But Were Rescued 
By Firemen—The Toledo 
Blade Was Founded By 
David R. Locke.

Toledo, Ohio, April 15.—Fire prac- 
tically destroyed the office and plant 
of The Toledo Blade Publishing Com- 
pany here tonight, entailing a loss 
estimated by officials of The Blade 
at from $150,000 to $200,000, partly 
covered by insurance. 

One fireman was seriously injured. 

The fire is thought to have been 
caused by ‘erossed electric [Ight wires 
and was discovered by printers work- 
ing on the third floor and a general 
alarm was turned in. 

Tne flames spread rapidly and for a 
time threatened the Toledo hotel, pext 
door, and also the wholesale grotery 
house of Church & McConnell on the 
east and facing St. Clair street. 

The nine printers at work on the 
thirg floor, finding their means of 
escape cut off by the flames, were 
rescued by firemen. 

The flames were confined to the 
stereotyping room and circulation de- 
partment. The #*omposing, editorial, 
press and counting rooms and the 
basement were flooded, fifteen car- 
loads of print paper in the basement, 
valued at $20,000, being thoroughly 
soaked. 

Phe Toledo Weekly Blade and gal- 
leys of type representing 270,000 sub- 
scribers, and iocated in the circulation 
departments of the building, were 
ruined. Duplicate lists, however, are 
stored in a vault in a local bank. In 
this section is also located the office 
of Robinsen Locke, president of The 
Blad? Company, containing an almost 
priceless library of theatrical volumes 
which for many years has been the 
envy of the foremost. American actors, 
and a number of valuable paintings. 

Mr. Locke said tonight these prob- 
ably would be a total loss from heat 
and water. 

Fire Captain Gottlieb Bertsche fell 
through a skylight, sustaining a bro- 
ken leg and internal injuries. His con- 
dition is said to be serious. 

The Toledo Blade is under lease 
by Nat C. Wright and Harry Thal- 
heimer, and was founded by David R. 
Locke, who made it famous following 
the civil war by his writings under the 
nom de plume of “Petroleum V. Nas- 
by.” The buildings are owned by his 


widow, Mrs. D. R. Locke.

AMERICAN PRISONERS USED 


AS SHIELDS BY DIAZ TROOPS 


Chihuahua, Mexico, April 15.—Con- 
firmation of the reports that serious 
fighting was taking place in Santa 
Clara, about fifty miles to the north- 
west, was received here today, when 
riderless horses, bearing evidences of 
a battle, straggled into this city.

HITCHCOCK'S. WAR 
ON POSTAL CLERKS 


Arouses Resentment. of 


Senator La Follette. 


LaFollette Says Railway Mail 
Clerks Have the Right to Or- 
ganize---He Is Collecting Data 
to Show Up Hitchcock’s Sys- 
tem of Intimidation. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 15.—(Special.)— 
Senator Robert Marion La Follette, of 
Wisconsin, is actively enlisting him- 
self in behalf of the railway postal 
clerks and is insisting upon their 
right to organize for mutual protec- 
tion if they desire to do 50. 

The Right to Organize. 

In a recent letter being sent broad- 
cast over the country Senator La Fol- 
fette takes issue with Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General Stewart's 
statement that “it is inimical to the 
interests of the government” for clerks 
to organize and ‘incompatible with 
their obligations to the department,” 
and says: 

“whe railway mail clerks have the 
right to organize. If the officers of 
the department are endeavoring to 
prevent them from so doing by their 
writs of discharge, such action is 
without legal authority or moral right. 
If I find conditions in the railway 
postal service to be generally such as 
has been represented I shall introduce 
and do everything in my power to 
pass a bill to prevent the continuation 
of. such un-American practices and to 
preserve to all government employees 
the right of petition which belongs to 
every citizen and the right to form or 
join organizations for the improve- 
ment of their labor conditions.” 


Direct Statements Wanted. 

He is seeking to secure direct state- 
ments from railway mail clerks as to 
whether they have been the victims 
of attempted intimidation on part of 
the postoffice department in connec- 
tion with the right to join a union, If 
so, he wants to know the date and 
place of such attempt and the officer 
of the department who sought to ac- 
complish it. 

When he secures this data, Senator 
La Follette will give the country the 
benefit of his views on the floor of 
the senate. He will protect the men 
who give him the information he 
seeks, using only the facts communi- 
cated and withholding the name and 
any information as to the identity of 
the employee testifying. 


Clerks Punished by Hitehcock. 


In this connection an organ of the 
department, known as The Railway 
Mail Service and published in New 
York on april 12, containeg the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

“Section 1. One clerk in class 6, one 
in class 8 B and one in class 2, in this 
division, have been reduced and re- 
lieved from service in the R. M. S. and 
transferred to another branch of the 
service, these clerks having been per- 
nicieusly active In endeavoring to 
foment discontent on the part of fel- 
low employees in_ the railway mall 
service, and in so doing have exerted 
an influence detrimental to the best 
interests of the service and tending to 
insubordination.” 

System of Intimidation. 

This system of intimidation and 
punishment is being actively carried 
on by the officials of the department 
and the men are so fearful of discipli- 
nary measures that it is with diffi- 
culty they can be induced to tell what 
they know.

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FAMOUS ASTOR LIBRARY 
CLOSES DOORS FOR GOOD 


It Was Greatest Library in the 
Country for Many 
Years. 


New York, April... 15.—(Special.)— 
Greatest of the libraries of this country 
for many years, the old Astor Library, 
in Lafayette street, closed its doors 
for good tonight. 

For weeks past the transfer of books 
from the old red brick and brownstone 
building has been going on. Thou- 
sands of the least-used books have al- 
ready been moved up to the magnifi- 
cent white marble public Library at 
Fifth avenue and Forty-second street, 
to be opened a month and eight days 
hence. 

The building was opened fn 1854. It 
was up town then and in the middle of 
a residence district. Across the street 
were the fdmous Vauxhall Gardens. 

There is scarcely a booklover of this 
city who has not at one time or an- 
other ascended the white marble stairs 
of the library, now worn deep in 
grooves with the tramp of many fcet, 

The late King Edward VIL, passed 
its portals when on his visit to this 
country as a young man, the library 
then being one of the show places of 
Don Pedro, emperor of Bra- 
zil, Princes Napoleon and Theodore 
Roosevelt, also have visited it. 

In the late thirties, after he had re- 
tired from business, John Jacob Astor 
placed in his will a bequest of $400,- 
000 for the library, $120,000 to go for 
books, $75,000 for the building, and the 
balance for an endowment fund. He 
also gave his own library and namcd 
his son, William B. Astor, his grand- 
son; Charles Astor Braistel, and sever- 
al other men as trustees.. He named 
Washington Irving as president of the 
board. 

In 1842 Dr. Cogswell was appointed 
librarian, and a short time afterward 
the site of the first building was 
bought for $25,000. Mr. Astor died in 
1848 before the actual construction of 
the building was begun. In the mean- 
time temporary -quarters were in use 
at 32 Bond street. 

The library building, as it was com- 
pleted in 1854, was what is now the 
middle third of the library. It was 
opened on January 9, 1854, with a se- 
ries of functions and contained 80,000 
volumes. 

Dr. J. S. Billings, the director, ex- 
pects to have about haif the Astor 
yolumes in the new building ready to 
open to the public on May 24. They 
will be moved at the rate of 40,000 a 
day and should all be placed by June 
15. There are 900,000 volumes in the 
library.

In short, the republican 
majority in the house said that if the 
sources of its campaign contributions 
must be divulged, and if its supply of 
the munitions of political warfare 
were to be cut off, it would insist that 
the negro suffrage should be permitted 
in those states, which had. after many 
years of bitter struggle thrown off 
the yoke of the black man’s domina- 
tion. As thus amended the bill passed, 
but all of the democrats who had been 
active in their support of the origi al 
proposition were forced to vote 
against the measure as amended by 
the objectionable rider. Democratio 
senators joined in the opposition for 
the same reason and the bill, there- 
fore, failed of action in the senate. 

The republican gs t us felt secure 
in going into the presidential cam- 
paign of 1908, which was then ap- 
proaching, continuing. their alliance 
with the corporations, and in seeking 
their financial aid. Subsequent action 
taken by the democratic national con- 
vention in Denver, however, forestalled 
them to a large extent in this respect. 
A plank had been offered in the re- 
publican national convention in Chi- 
cago which nominated Mr. Taft, call- 
ing for the enactment of a law to 
require publicity of campaign funds. 
It as overwhelmingly defeated The 
democratic convention, however, di- 
rected pointed attention to this ac- 
tion, and also to the fact that the re- 
publican majority in congress had only 
a short time before sought to prevent 
the enactment of such a law by load- 
ing it down with an irrelevant and 
impossible amendment. It inserted in 
its platform a strong plank demand- 
ing the divorcement of corporations 
from politics, and pledging the party 
to campaign fund publicity, both be- 
fore and after election. Thus, it is 
clearly, evident that the principles of 
campaign fund publicity is essentially 
a democratic doctrine, however much 
republicans may seek to claim credit 
for what has been accomplished in 
that direction.

28 STATES VOIE 
FOR INCOME TAK 


Favorable Action Lack- 
ing in 18 of the 46 


States. 


New York, April 15.—(Special.)—Fa- 
vorable législative action on proposed 
income tax amendment to the federal 
constitution’ is lacking in eighteen of 
the forty-six states. The legislatures 
of twenty-eight states have ratified 
the measure, several have rejected it, 
two have adjourned without action and 
in nine states the matter is still pend- 
ing. In five of these favorable action is 
expected and in four the result is 
problematical. 

The figures are the result of a can- 
vass of the various state capitals whica 
has been made by The New York Her- 
ald to determine the status of the pro- 
posed change in the constitution of the 
United States. 

Of the nine state legtslatures, in 
which ratification of the proposed 
amendment is pending. that of Florida 
has been referred the matter to com- 
mittee without discussion; in Minne- 
sota, the house acted favorably and 
similar action by the senate is predict- 
ed; in New York, neither has has 
acted this year, but the resolution has 
been on third reading im the senate 
since January 16;. In the assembly the 
resolution has not yet béen reported 
out of the judiciary committee. 

In Wisconsin the resolution has 
passed in the assembly and waits ac- 
tion in the senate Approval is said 
to be assured. 

Opposition to the amendment in Con- 
necticut has blocked the resolution in 
committee. 

In Arkansas the house recently 
adopted a resolution approving the 
amendment, but the senate rejected it. 
A motion to /reconsider is under con- 
sideration. 

The matter will come up in Massa- 
chusetts this week and while favor- 
able action in the house is expected, 
the prediction is made that the senate 
will defeat the measure. In New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania the matter {s 
still in committee. 

The Louisiana legislature defeated 
the measure at last year’s session. The 
new legislature will convene in May) 
1912, and the measure may then b?2 
passed. In Virginia, where there is no 
session of the legislature this year, 
the Measure was rejected in the house 
and approved in the senate iast year.

Londom, Satuday, April 8.—-The mu)!- 
titudinons details connected with the 
coronation of King George and Queen 
Mary at Westminster Abbey, June 22. 
practically have been settled under the 
Supervision of the earl marshal, the 
Duke of Norfolk, and his advisors. 

The actual crowning of both the king 
and the queen will be performed by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, while the 
Archbishop of York will preach the 
coronation sermon. 

King George, with his consort, on 
entering the abbey will proceed imnie- 
Giately to the chairs of state on the 
South side of the altar. 

The presentation of the king to th> 
people for recognition, a survival of 
the ancient Teutonic usage of popular 
election, will be performed by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. Then his maj}- 
esty will proceed to the four corners 
of the abbey. receiving the acclama- 
tions of the congregation. 


Bishops to Sing Litany. 

Next will come the litany. sung by 
two. bishops, after which the - arch- 
bishop will begin the communion serv- 
ice, followed by the sermon. On Its 
conclusion, the king, having already 
made the deciaration, will take the 
Oath, kneeling at the altar, and sign it. 

Then will follow the anointing, after 
Which the king will be  golemniy 
biessed. 

The investiture follows. The cele- 
bium sindonis, a surplice of fine white 
linen or silk, is put on first, then comes 
the pall of cloth of gold, with a girdle 
of the same material. The king's 
heels are touched with great golden 
Spurs and he is girt with the sword, 
Which he afterwards offérs upon the 
@itar, whence it igs redeemed for the 
Sum of 100 shillings—an assertion of 
the independence of the secular arm.

Agua Prieta, Mex., April 15, via 
Douglas, Ariz—At sundown tonight} 
Agua Prieta was still facing the hour- 
ly-expected battle. Mounted rebel 
scouts rode the desert and foothills in 
all directions; but at nightfall no sight 
of a federal force had been observed. 
There was no explanation for the non- 
appearance of the national troops, ex- 
cepting that they were delaying in 
order to gather a Jarger force with 
which to attack ang recapture Agua 
Prieta.

Wounded Rebels Want Surgeons.

Capt. Gaujot Meets Rebel Leader. 

Captain Gaujot, commanding the 
United States cavalry, held a consul- 
tation today with Balasaria Garcia, 
commander-in-chief of the rebel forces 
in Agua Prieta. Captain Gaujot ex- 
plained that when th@ federals came 
within observable distance of Agua 
Prieta he desired to be informed at

“Then I will go in an automobile to 
the federal advance,” said Captain 
Gaujot, “and deliver the same instruc- 
tions given to the rebe] soldiers—that 
no fighting will be permitted where 
the shots will endanger the lives of 
United States citizens in Douglas.

LONDON THREATENED 
WITH TAXICAB STRIKE 


Ten Thousand Drivers Object 
to Increase in Price 
of Petrol. 


London, Apri] 16.—London is threat- 
ened with a taxicab strike. Two thou- 
sand drivers held a mass meeting to- 
night and adopted a resolution pro- 
testing against the actlon of the own- 
ers’ federation in increasing the price 
of petrol. 

The situation is the outgrowth of 
the refusal of the government to remit 
the petrol tax of three half-pence a 
gallon. Taxicab owners proposed that 
the fares should be raised from 8 to 10 
pence per mile. Drivers declined to 
accede to this on the ground that they 
would lose money owing to reduced 
patronage.

The testimony of the state was to 
show that there was a particular place 
on the race track where the layers 
operated. 

What the Detectives Saw.

There was no evidence, however, to 
show actual violations of the statute 
as construed by Magistrate Carmine, 
and the cases were dismissed.

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It Is Proposed to Stop All 

Gambling and Send Ganm.- 
‘blers to Prison---It Is Said 
That All the Games in New 
York Are Crooked. 


New York, April 15.—(Special.)— 
New ‘York is to be freed from vice and 
crime. The crime wave is to be swept 
back. - Flynn will start in to clean up 
the town next week. 

Gamblers, crooks, badger men ana 
women, wire tappers, gold-brick ped- 
dlers, and all the rest of the under- 
world are to be raided and raided and 
and raided—then rushed to trial as fast 
as possible. The plans were arranged 
at a conference held by District At- 
torney Whitman, Judge Rosalsky and 
Second Deputy Police Commissioner 
Flynn. 

Flynn will raid every day and every 
night. Every policeman needed will 
be put on the job when the raids are to 


be conducted, by Flynn in person, or 
by those members of his staff in whom 
he has complete confidence. As fast 
as the gamblers or others are arrested, 
they will be rushed before the magis- 
trates to be bound over to the grand 
jury, and the evidence procured will be 
carried to District Attorney Whit- 
man’s office that he may proceed 
against them. 

Gambling Cases First. 

As fast as indictments are handed 
down the indicted men will. be put on 
t~ial. Gambling cases will be given 
the right-of-way. on the court calendars 
When the indieted men appear before 
the bar a notable feature of the evi- 
dence offered against them will be the 
roulette wheels and faro boxes which 
have been captured in the raids. 

Up to date Commissioner Flynn has 
not captured one honest wheel or one 
honest box. The wheels are equipped 
with electrical connections, so that the 
gamblers may win any bet on the lay- 
out. The faro boxes are handsome and 
costly devices, technically known 45 
two-card slips. One of these boxes cost 
$300. An honest faro box cost about $8. 

It is further announced that no fines 
are to be imposed on convicted gam- 
blers. They will be given the heaviest 
jail sentences that the law allows. In 
the past they have been permitted to 
escape by the payment of a fine, but 
the days of leniency are over. There 
are now one hundred gamblers under 
indictment, and it is stated that on 
Monday their cases. will be taken up in 
general sessions court. Some of them 
are charged under that section of the 
law which makes gambling a felony. 
Others are charged only with misde- 
meanors. Half a dozen of these men at 
least will be put on trial Monday, it 
it believed.

Years 
ago in Germany a bowling alley was 
Jaid on a jevel spot of ground witha a 
good clay foundation, the cover being 
of the finest scale that falls from anvil 
of the village blacksmith, this being 
screened an packed with salt and 
moisture. The cinders were stamped 
and roked until a conecrete-like surface 
was produced. At the end of the alley 
where the bowler stood to deliver the 
ball was a hard oak plank extending 
into the cinder bed about four or five 
feet, and on this plank the -ball had to 
Strike when leaving the hand of the 
Player. All bowling balls at that time 
were what is technically Known as 
paim balls, there being no finger holes 
to grasp and steady the sphere. The 
Set-up was the old diamond nine-pin 
set-up, with three pins on each side, 
and the King pin in the center. Bow!l- 
ing teams sometimes consisted of ten 
or more players, the captain sitting 
on the bench and picking different men 
for different shots, selecting the player 
best adapted to make a spare or to get 
the equivalent of the modern strike, 
a forty egnt.

Wire Tapping.

Story of Trip Into Oave. 

The writer of The Constitution at 
Cordele, having been one of the ex- 
plorers on this expedition and being 
persuaded its relation in detail would 
be interesting reading as was the 
story of the cave, will attempt to give 
it briefly with the aid of 8S. C. Hatle, 
my partner and, and the only photog- 
rapher who could be prevailed upon 
to accompany me on so daring an ex- 
pedition.

tiny. 


Cave Y¥e- Finally Entered. 


Being agreed, we, after a fervent 
prayer offered up by Mr. Haile (( who, 
by the way, is several years my sen- 
Tor), lighted our lantern and \adjusted 
the camera. 

Scarcely before I knew I had been 
made candle-bearer for the expedition 
by Mr. Haile, which necessarily made 
me leader. I entered, Mr. Haile fol- 
lowed, very cautiously, and keeping 
near together we wended our way 
through curious so-called “rooms” of 
the cave, caverns and narrows, until 
a very spacious “room” was being ex- 
plored with curious interest for rea- 
son of the great number of curiosities 
contained therein, when Mr.- Haile al- 
most suddenly suggested, “Here is a 
fine place to get a picture.” The cam- 
era was set up, the light ordered 
blown out, and after a:few rumina- 
tions by Mr. Halle about the possible 
existence of gases that might be set 
off by the flash, that, had we medi- 
tated long. would have cowed our 
courage, the match was applied to the 
flash and the picture made, and for a 
moment our very souls seemed well! at 
case and our ambitions soothed with 
conquest, until] all at once we were 
ecomfronted with the sad realization 
that we had used our last match. 
What were we to do? * 

Almost frantic, we knelt while Mr. 
Hale added a few remarks to-the peti-

Rev. T. G. Layton and wife, of Bremen, 
hdve just completed the fifty-eighth 
year of their wedded life. 

Mr. Layton’s parents moved from 
Spartanburg, 8. C., to Douglas county, 
Georgia, in 1820, and settled on Dog 
river. Mr. Layton was born February 
19," 1886, in Carroll county, Georgia, 
where he has practically spent his en- 
tire life, with the exception of a few 
years in Douglas county. 

He served on the first grand jury 
empaneled in that county, when Judge 
William Wright was presiding, as supe- 
rior court judge. 

In 1877 Mr. Layton entered the minis- 
try, and remained steadily in the minis- 
try up to 1907, when, on account of his 
advanced age, he gave up regular pas- 
torate work, with the exception of an 
occasional appointment.

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COMMISSION RULE FOR STATES - 
FAVORED BY GOVERNOR HAY 


Spokane, Wash., April 15.—(Special:) 
Declaring that he considered the prcs- 
ent system of legislation the most 
bunglesome and least effective of all 
departments of state government, Ma- 
rion E. Hay, governor of the state of 
Washington, in an address before the 
political club of Whitman college, at 
Walla Walla, Wash., recently, stated 
he would favor, in place of the legis- 
lature, a commission of twenty-five 
men who would meet biennially and 
devote their time to the framing of 
laws, being paid salaries of $2,500 a 
term, and remaining in session until 
the work is finished, adding: 

‘It takes a month for members of 
the legislature to get acquainted with 
each other and most bills are -passed 
with little consideration. It seems to 
me that the legislature goes at its 
work like a lot of school boys playing 
footbail. For the first,five or six weeks 
}hundreds of bills are brought in, and, 
as it were, piled on the floor and then 
the last week there is a rush for the 
pile and @ach man. grabs one, seem- 
ingly intent only on getting it through 
and getting his name on it. Many im- 
portant measures have been lost in 
the scramble of the last few days, a@n4 
much time wasted. 

Governor Hay’s statement is signifi- 
cant, following the recent adoption in 
Spokane of the commission form of gov- 
ernment, and agitation for the same 
plan in Walla Walla and North Yak!- 
ma. Tacoma has been under the com- 
mission form of government for over 
asyear. and Seattle, the metropolis of 
the state, recently placed its legisia- 
tive powers in the hands of ten.coun- 
cilmen, chosen at large, where former- 
ly there were two councilmen from 
each ward. The Tacoma and Spokane 


commission governments are based 
upon charters which include the best 
features of the Des Moines, Galveston 
and other pioneer cities in the move- 
ment. Governor Hay wae formerly 4 
resident of Spokane and is an enthu- 
es over the commission government 
plan.

A new industry has recently been 
established in Georgia, which, on ac- 
count of the unlimited quantity of 
raw materials at hand, bids fair to add 
materially to the upbuilding of the 
state. The industry here referred to 
is the manufacture of brick and like 
clay products from shale. The re- 
centness of the industry is well illus« 
trated by the term shale-brick, a word 
which has not yet found its way into 
the dictionary. Within the last .,-ar, I 
have bevn frequently asked what is 
meant by the word shale-brick, and 
how such brick differ from common 
bullding brick. To answer this ques- 
tion, it ts essential, first, to define the 
word shale, whenc: the meaning of the 
term shale-brick at once becomes clear. 
Shale is the name of one of our most 
common rocks, and may be defined as 
an indurated or hardened clay. 

Shales Originally Clays. 

All rhales were originally clays or 
muds washed from the land and de- 
posited as fine silts on the sea bottom. 
These silts, or mud deposits, after ac- 
cumulating in places to the thickness 
of hundreds of feet, were subsequent- 
ly buried by heavy beds of limestone, 
sandstone, or other deposits. The im- 
mense weight of these superincumbent 
strata, together with the enormous 
pressure brought about by earth move- 
ments in elevating the sea floor and 
forming dry land, compressed the muds 
into hard, cempact, stony shale. Now, 
this shale can again be converted into 
mud or silts if it is finely pulverized 
ani mixed with water, in which condl- 
tion, it can readily be molded into 
bricks, or other clay products, A shale- 
brick, therefore, is a brick made of 
sale after the shale has been arti- 

lally converted by a process of 
grinding into a clay. It might here be 
eugwuested, that as the shales have to 
be converted by artificial means back 
into their original form, namely, clays, 
before they can be used in making 
brick, would it not be economy to use 
clays and thereby save the expense of 
pulverizing the shales into clay’ It 
would unquestionably always be econ- 
omy to use clays, if the clays could 
be had, but often clays suitable for 
making good brick are local deposits 
and at the same time they are often 
exceedingly changeable, both :n chem- 
ical and physical character, whereas, 
on the other hand, shales generally 
eccur in beds of enormous thickness 
and are, furthermore, uniform in chem- 
ical and physical character. 

Confined to Paleosoic Area. 

The brick-making shales of Georgia 
are confined to the Paleozoic area, 
which embraces the  foilowing ten 
eounties in the northwestern part of 
the state: Dade, Walker, Catoosa, 
Whitfield, Chattooga, Floyd, Polk, Bar-

panying mep, compiled by Mr. Otto 
Veatch, assistant state geologist, and 
used by him in his report on the clay 
deposits of Georgia, shows the distri- 
bution of the main shale deposits of 
northwest Georgia, the only part of 
the state in which shales occur. These 
shales vary in age from the Cambrian 
to the coal measures, and in places at- 
tain a maximum thickness of more 
than 2,000 feet. They are found us- 
ually in the form of narrow belts and 
are often accessible to the railroad. 
These shales, in many instances, 
have a low é@rying and burning shrink- 
age and can be burned into hard brick 
at low temperatures. They are usually 
high in iron and are red burning. Mr. 
Veatch, in speaking of the shales in 
his report on the clays of Georgia, 
Says that these shales should be found 


suitable for common brick and if prop- 


erly handled will make a superior brick 
notwithstanding their low plasticity. 
They also give promise, either alone or 
mixed with other clays, of being suit- 
able for vitrified brick. A very popu- 
lar rough-faced brick, now being used 
in some of the public school buildings 
of this city, are made from the Rock- 
mart shales, or slates. Other shale- 
brick rlants have recently been put in- 
to operation at Rome, Calhoun, Mis- 
sion Ridge and Blowing Springs. 

The shales of Georgia have not re- 
ceived the attention from brick manu- 
facturers that they deserve; neverthe- 
less, it is believed that there will be 
an expansion of this industry when 
the possibilities of the shales for the 
manufacture of brick becomes better 
known. 

Application of Shales. 

The restricted application of shales 
for the manufacture of brick and oth- 
er clay products has heretofore, in a 
large measure been due to the lack of 
Knowledge concerning the chemical 
and physical properties of the material. 
These questions have all, within the 
last few years, been extensively in- 
vestigated by some of our most emi- 
nent ceramic chemists and engineers 
with the result that. not only a large 
number of additional uses have been 
found for shales but, at the same time, 
the cost of the production of the fin- 
ished product has also been materially 
reduced. Furthermore, the recent pub- 
lications of the several state geolcei- 
cal surveys, showing the location and 
distribution of the shales throughout 
the country is another factor of no 
small importance in the development of 
our shale resources. 

Persons interested in the clay and 
shale industry of Georgia will find 
valuable information on these subjects 
in the repert on the clay deposits of 
Georgia, recently f{ssued by the state 
geological department. A copy of this 
report can be obiained from the state 
geologist upon payment of the postage, 
25 cents.

Whole Heaven Aflame. 
For two nights, the 13th and 1lith of 
I8e4, we could see the 
fames of burning Atlanta reflected in 
the sky On the night of Monday. 
14, the fire appeared espe- 
fierce. The whole heavens 
' to be aflame. The sky for a 
wide area seemed to burn with an in- 
heat. During the whole night 
soldiers impressed with the thought of 
the burning city. would jieave their 
blankets to look again at the lurid 
glow of the great conflagration. 

On the morning of November 15. the 
enemys cavalry encountered General | 
Iverson's troops a few miles north of 
Jonesboro, and were held in check bv 
a steady fire until 10 o'clock, when the

General Iverson opened on the 
enemy cavalry with the very ns he 
had captured from General Stoneman, 
and again, the next day at Lovejoy, 
fought the enemy off in his effort to 
reach Griffin. ' 

The northern troops having moved 


' off toward McDonough, General: lver- 


son hastened to put his division in the 
fortifications east of Macon and to- 
gether with General Wheeler’s other 
troops, held that city against all ef-. 
fortzg made by Genera] Sherman to 
capture it. ' 

After the fall of Savannah, and after 
General Wheeler had moved hig com- 
mand over into South Carolina, re- 
manner in 
which General” Iverson had guarded 
the homes of the people of Georgia, in 
front of Atlanta, he appointed him to 
the same service for the country 
around Savannah. | 

With headquarters at Green’s Cut, 
Burke county, and with his three bri- 
fades well advanced to the front, 
Genera] Iverson's command stood as a 
bulwark between the enemy at Sa- 
vannah and the people of Burke and 
other counties of that section. 

His Greatest Achievement. 

But General Iverson's 
achievement was the defeat and cap- 
ture of Major. Genéral Stoneman, of 
the United States army, in July, 1864. 
When Generali Sherman sent out from 


his lines in front of Atlanta his three. 


bodies of picked cavalry, under the 
leadership of his best generals, know- 
ing they outnumbered any cavalry 
force that coula@ be brought against 
them, he felt reasonably sure that at 
least ona would accomplish the pur- 
pose of the raid—destroy the govern- 
ment works at Macon, and release the 
federal prisoners at Andersonville.

Captured Entire Command. 


By a skillful handling of his inferior 
force, together with the courage of his 
brave veterans, and their leaders, Gen- 
eral Iverson, in a hard-fought battle, 
defeated the enemy and captured near- 
ly the entire command, including Major 
General Stoneman himself. 

It would be hard to estimate the dis- 
astrous consequences had General Iver- 
con been defeated in this engagement. 
Not only would Macon have been cap- 
tured and the confederate arsenal and 
cther government works and stores de- 
streyed, but the prisoners at Anderson- 
ville would have been turned loose upon 
the people of that section. 

The inhabitants of the counties near 
Andersonville had long lived in dread 
of what might happen-should the 30,000 
desperate prisoners confined there be 
set at liberty. They had heard of their 
threats of vengeance, and it had even 
occasionally been shg@uted to them by 
the prisoners in the pen when, as vis- 
itors, they had ascended to the top of 
the stockade to view the captured ene- 
my there confined. One’s mind cannot 
picture the desolation and ruin that 
would have come upon that section in 
the march of this large body or unor- 
ganized and unrestrained enemy 
through Georgia to the sea coast. 

There were 9,400 of the enemy's best 
cavalry veterans in the three columns 
composing this expedition. They were 
badly beaten by an inferior force of 
confederate cavalry. For this General 
Wheeler has received much well- 
merited praise, and General Wheeler in 
turn has given unstinte dpraise to his 
faithful division commander, General 
Alfred Iverson. 

The people of Macon and south Geor- 
gia, unlike General Wheeler, have per- 
haps never reajized the great debt of 
gratitude they owed to General Alfred 
Iverson. 

General Iverson was the son of Sena- 
tor Alfred Iverson, of Georgia, and his 
wife, Caroline Gcode Holt. He was 
born in Jones county, Georgia, Febru- 
ary 14, 1829. 

Soldier at Seventeen. 


His military career began in 1846 
When 17 years old he was a soldier in 
the Mexican war. From 1855 to 1861 
he was a lietitenant in the First regi- 
ment of cavalry, United States army. 
Resiering his commission in the oid 
army, after his state had seceded, he 
offered to her his services, and was 
made captain in the regular army of 
the confederate stats. Later he was 
made colonel of the Twentieth North 
Carolina regiment. 

Joining the Virginia army with his 
regiment in 1862, a short while prior 
to the seven days’ baitle before Rich- 
mond, he was in nearly all the great 
battles of Virginia up to and including 
the battle of Gettvsburg 

In 1863 General Iverson was, made 


| when following Sherman, 


brigadier general and placed in com- 
‘mand of the Georgia brigade of cavalry, 
composed of the First Georgia regi- 
ment, Colonel Samuel Davett; the Sec- 
ond Georgia, Colonel C. C. Crews; the 
Third Georgia, Colonel Thompson; the 
Fourth Georgia, Colonel I. W. Avery, 
and the Sixth Georgia, Colonel Jack 
Hart. With this brigade he partici- 
pated in all of the battles and cavalry 
expeditions from Ringgold to Atlanta. 

General Iverson was a modest man, 
of a kind, genial disposition; he was 
not profane and never intemperate; he 
won the friendship and esteem of #1 
who knew him. 

At Green's Cut, in Burke county, 
Georgia, many citizens came to pay 
their respects and thank:.him for the 
protection given them. He met here 
the Greens, Palmers, Covers and others. 
His headquarters during this time, was 
at the residence of Mr. John Green, a 
wealthy planter of that county, and so 
gratified was he and hs good wife for 
the feeling of safety by reason of his 
presence, and so pleased with his agree- 
able manner that upon departure they 
refused to accept any pay whatever 
from the general and his staff for their 


entertainment. 
At Aiken, 8S. in February, 18665, 
the head- 
quarter tents had already been pitched 
when Genera] Iverson received a mes- 
sage from Mrs. Flemming, inviting him 
and his staff to be her guests during 
the night. Mrs. Flemming was an el- 
derliy lady whose husband was a 
wealthy blockade runner. Their home 
was in® Charleston, and she was now 
occupying thetr summer residence at 
A’ken. She had heard of the fame of 
General Iverson and wanted to know 
him. She invited members of several!

son, sent him by me a supply of good 
things she thought a soldier would en- 
joy, including a pair of buckskin 
gauntlets, linen towels, Brown Wind- 
soap, sardines, several pounds of 
butter and a bottle of French brandy. 
All had run the -blockade, except the 
butter. In giving me the French 
brandy, she said with a smile, ‘ Tell the 
general ¢o use this for medicinal pur- 
poses only.” 

It was a cold, rainy evening when, 
on March 16, three days thereafter, I 
reached General Iverson's headquar- 
ters. The general and staff as well as 
myself, had felt the ohill of the day, 
and when I delivered the bottle of im- 
ported spirits, General Iverson said: 
“Well, boys, I don’t know when we will 
need this for medicine more than now,” 
and with his usual liberal spirit he un- 
corked the bottle of French brandy and 
shared it with his staff. 


In following Sherman through South 
Carolina, along his devastated track, a 
woman came to the roadside and asked 
General Iverson to send her to s0me 
place beyond the desolated = section, 
where she could get help and provis- 
ions. Every house upon the plantation | 
except the dwelling she occupied and 
all the fences had been burned: all the 
provisions and live stock, including 
poultry had been carried off; the negro! 
slaves were all gone and the mother] 


and little children were there alone. , sleep in the bos 


General Iverson, after going into camp, 
sent her provisions and had his wag- 


ons to carry her to the place she 
wished to go. 

Among the last military dispatches 
of the war we find the following: 

“Goldsboro, N. C., April 12, 1865.— 
General Iverson reports that Stone- 
man’s main body camped last night 
near Shallow Ford, on the west bank 
of the Yadkin. . JOHN M. OTEY. 

“To General Beauregard.” 

Thus we see at the very close of the 
war, General Iverson was confronting 
his old antagonist, Major General 
Stoneman. 

Several years after the close of hos- 
tilities General Iverson moved to Flor- 
ida, where he resided untl 1910, when 
he made his home with his daughter, 
Mrs. Minnie Iverson Randolph, in At- 
lanta, where he died Friday morning, 
March 31, 1911. 

He was buried in Oakland cemetery, 
surrounded by the graves of confed- 
erate soldiers, near the tomb of Lieu- 
tenant General John B. Gordon, and 
within the shadow of the tall confed- 
erate monument. 

Veterans of the confederate army 
from all the camps of Atlanta were 
present at the interment and veterans 
of his old cavalry brigade and division 
were his pallbearers. A confederate 
flag enwrapped his casket and beauti- 
ful floral] tributes from those who loved 
and honored him, covered “his grave.

TWO ATLANTANS WITNESSED 
ATTACK UPON FORT SUMTER 


Just fifty years after the beginning 
of the civil war when here and there 
over the country springs up tales of 
the man who is the last survivor of 
some battle of the fiercest struggle 
of modern times, it is interesting to 
know that here in Atlanta are two of 


the. men who witnessed the attack 
upon Fort Sumter April 12, 1861, by 
southern guns. ' 

The two survivors in Atlanta are 
John Blatz, who became a soldier for 
states’ rights four months before even 
South Carolina seceded, and Dr. M. 
P. Boyd, who was also a southern sol- 
dier when the attack upon Fort Sum- 
ter was made. Dr. Boyd is a retired 
dentist, almost 73 years old, who lives 
at 15 Clifton street. ; 

John Blatz, Sergeant John Blatz he 
was called:during the war, is still ac- 
tive, healthy and strong; still able to 
cope with the world and wrest there- 
from a comfortable living. 

In the composing room of The Con- 
stitution; while busily engaged, Ser- 
geant Blatz told a reporter of his ex- 
periences fifty years ago, and  de- 
scribed the day’s action on April 12, 
1861. Bright, active as a man of half 
his age, the seventy-three years that 
have passed over his head have merely 
added knowledge and tolerance to his 
broad mind, Mstead of the bitjerness 
engendered in many of those who par- 
ticipated in the war between the 
states. 


Tells of First Shot. i 
: 


“The first shot fired upon north- 

ern property,” said Sergeant Biatz, 
“was not upon Fort Sumter, as 
most people believe, but upon a north- 
ern ship called “Star of, the West,” 
ringing ammunition and provisions 
to Fort Sumter. 

“In 1861 the people of South Caro- 
lina had practically decided that war 
was inevitable, and had begun mak- 
ing provisions accordingly. All over 
the state companies were formed, nom- 
inally as state militia, and guns, am- 
munitions and provisions were col- 
lected. ; 

“At Charleston especially/ the . peo- 
ple were aroused. As histcrians have 
told, that city was a hot-bej of south- | 
erm patriotism. and had it¢been Ileft 

te eilizems Of the city, the war

fore it did. 

“The feeling was so strong there 
that small companies were enlisted 
and encamped near the mouth of the 
harbor, batteries were placed and the 
troops were generally anxious for a 
chance to open the fighting. 

“One of the companies was from the 
Citadel, the famous military school at 
Charleston. These boys, for all of 
them were mere lads, had a two-gun 
battery in a convenient spot command- 
ing the entrance to the harbor. . 

“News reached the city that a fed- 


: eral ship bearing ammunition and food 


for the yankee fort was beating its 
way toward the Carolina coast. Ex- 
citement was tense and everyone 
felt that the ship should not enter 
the harbor. 

“On the 8th of January the vesesel 
appeared off Charleston. The Citadel 
boys were nearest the entrance. Just 
as the ‘Star of the West’ got in range 
the little two-gun battery opened. 

“The second shot pierced the ves- 
sel, and several more soon pierced the 
sides. One of the forts manned by 
southern troops then opened fire upon 
the ship, which turned and fled toward 
the north. This was the first shot 
fired by southern troops upon federal 
men. 

“Immediately after this occurrence 
a regiment called the first South Caro- 
lina infantry was formed, and [I en- 
listed. The force was commanded by 
a Colonel Gregg. 

“We went into quarters on Sullivan's 
Island, near Charleston, then went to 
Johnson's Island, and finally to Morris 
Isiand, where we were when the first 
shot was fired on Fort Sumter. 


First Shot Went True. 


“History has told of the firing of that 
historic shot, and I know that I could 


- not amplify the historian’s account un- 


less it were to state that the first shot 
fired burst directly over the fort. I 
distinctly remember seeing this. 

“An incident that attracted quite a 
bit of attention on that day was that 
concerning a small battery of six guns 
Morris Island. This battery was 
stationed behind a protection made of 
railroad iron. In the wal! facing Fort 
Sumter were small embrasures cover- 
ed with iron shutters, through which 
the guns would be directed in firing 


“A shot by the Yankees which hit 
the edge of one of these shutters dis- 
abled it. so that it could not be closed. 
Two of the men of the battery. disdain- 
ing the bombardment of the federal! 
fort, as they could see when the biue 


 ceate were preparing to 


fire climbed 
to the top of the barricade and after 
working for some time, interrupted by 
the shots of the enemy, repaired the 
damage to the shutter and ocooliy be- 
gan firing again. 

“After the attack upon Fort Sumter 
my regiment disbanded, and though it 
was afterward reorganized, I had al- 
ready enlisted in the 3d South Carolina 
Infantry, commanded by Colonel J. H. 
Williams, a veteran of the Mexican war. 

“The regiment was ordered to Vir- 
gwinia, where it participated in the first 
battle of Bull Run as well as many 
other engagements. Later it was sent 
together with other portions of Long- 
str'eet’s corps, to Chickamauga, It was 
at this time that I first saw Atlanta. 

“During one of the engagements in 
Knoxville, Tenn., | was wounded in the 
arm and was sent to Atlanta to a hos- 
pital, where I stayed ten days. My reg- 
iment was at Greensboro, N. C., when 
the surrender came. 

James G. Ramsey, another survivor 
of the opening of the civil war, tells a 


story that strongly resembles Sergeant 


Blatz’s in an interesting letter. 
The letter: 


First Shot on January B. 


“Editor Constitution: Your article of 
recent date as being the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the battle of Fort Sumter, 
recalls some vivid recollections of 
those stirring times that brought about 
the fierce conflict between the states. 
I wish to state in connection with the 
statement that the first gun fired was 
on the 12th of April. So tar so good. I 
wish to show from an accurate source 
that the first gun fired, was when or- 
ders had been issued to reinforce Fort 
Sumter with provisions and troops, 
for at early dawn on January 9th the 
‘Star of the West’ arrived at Charles- 
ton harbor with 250 men to reiaforce 
Major Anderson. When the attempt 
was made to steam up to 
the fort, a two-gun battery, 
manned by the Citadel cadets, 
sent a warning shot across her bows. 
Then opened fire in: earnest, one shot 
striking near the rudder and another 
about two feet above the water lire. 
Major Anderson sent word he wouid 
consider it an act of war and would 
not permit any vessel to pass within 
range of his guns unless disavowed. 
When within range of one and one-half 
miles, Fort Moultrie also opened fire. 
Wherefore the steamer went about end 
headed for the north. 

“Major Anderson was born in Ken- 
tucky, graduated at West Point, prv- 
moted for gallantry in war with Sem- 
inoles, an aide de camp to General 
Scott, distinguished in war with Mex- 
ico and severely wounded in the as- 
sault on Molina del Rey. Major An- 
derson had attested the terrible ordeal! 
they had passed through. 

“Colonel Wigfall, bearing a dis- 
patch from General Beauregard as to 
the surrender of the fort, remarked 
that Major Anderson had nobly done 
his duty on conducting the defense, 
and to prolong the contest would un- 
necessarily risk the lives of his com- 
mand without commensurate results. 

“Hot shot from the floating bat- 
tery, made of palmetto logs and rail- 
road tron, had fire@ the fort. The ca- 
pitulation and the surrender of the 
fort occurred on April 14, General 
Beauregard having permitted Major 
Anderson to salute his fiag. 

“The firing was in progress. The 
flag was still flying from the rampart 
when, by the premature discharge of 
a gun. the arm of one of the gunners 
was blown off. The ignited frag- 
ment of cartridge awaiting use ex- 
ploded with fatal results, one man be- 
ing killed outright, another mortally 
wounded and three others seriously 
injured. 

“Amid the echoes of the last dis- 
charge the Stars and Stripes slowly 
descended; at 4 o'clock the garrison, 
in full untform, marched out, carrying 
their arms, to the tune of 
Doodle.” Major Anderson unshipped 
the upper part of the flagstaff and car- 
ried the riddied flag with him as a 
memento of the fierce bombardment. 
when the steamer Isabel steamed 
away carrying the garrison. 

“The soldiers ‘of the batteries at 


Cummins Point lined the beach silent 


and with heads uncovered while Ma-~ 
jor Anderson and his command passed 
before them. It Was not in their 
hearts of these brave confederates to 
utter one exultant sound over the de- 
feat of brave men.

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The citizen of Atlanta who stands 
today at the corner of Whitehall and 
Alabama, streets and views the viaduct 
that spans the railroad, the fine new 


“Ate buildings snd the sky scrapers, 
an@ who looks upon the scene of bus- 
tling activity as great throngs of peo- 
ple pass along and automobiles and 


trolley cars and other vehicles make a 
live and stirring scene, would never 


realize that he stood on the same spot 
that presented such different scenes 
some -forty years ago. 

The Constitution presents two pic- 
tures of Whitehall street looking south 
from the corner of Alabama. One is 
the picture of the street today with its 
fine buildings, its throngs of - people 
and its moving procession of trolley 
Cars, automobiles and other vehicles; 
The other is a picture of the same 
street in 1873, thirty-eight years ago. 

Looking at the picture of nearly for- 
ty years ago you will see the street 
without pavement of any kind, just a 
dirt road like they have in the country. 
One lonely horse car ts seen, the kind 
that were known as “hay burners.” 
This one car, on a single track, slowly 
went its way to West End, drawn by a 
lazy, jogging horse. There were no 
crowds of people on Whitehall! street 
in those days, and even a special crowd, 
when the circus came to town, was not 
as large as the ordinary crowd seen on 
the street now every day.

SARGE PLUNKETT WANTS PEOPLE 
TO WATCH THE BIRDS ON EASTER 


If all people would stroll to the 
woods and see the birds of Paster Sun- 
day, we think there would be a differ- 
ent notion on the famous Haster hat 
as mostly trimmed. 

Watching the birds is better than 
gathering wild flowers, and that is 
good enough. Town folks are not ex- 
pected to know the birds as we do, 
but we would take it as a “feather in 
our cap” if we could persuade just a 
few to get out from the city and 
the cause of “levening the whole” into 
an abandonment of wearing plumes 
upon the Easter hats. To know just 
how to see these birds as all country 
folks wee them year after year is a 
privilege of country Ufe—watch them 
today. 

Stroll out, get away from the crowds 
and bustie of hte parks, if you can; 
find a spring with a Hittle branch 
winding from it amid a clump of pret- 
ty trees, a few honeysuckles and dog- 
wood blossoms will add pleasure to 
the scene. Then find a mossy mound, 
where just enough sunshine peeps 
through to make it pleasant; there 
rest and watch the birds in all their 
cheerfulness. The little pebbly branch 
just suits them to bathe and fish about 
in. They ruffle their feathers till they 
look as big again as they really are, 
and flutter till the 
all over them. 
they throw the drops even under their 
wings, to shake themselves in joyful 
glee. Cheerfully they come and mer- 
rily they go, skipping from limb to 
limb, chirping, each In its own nature. 

It will be sweet enough to watch the 
smallest birds, but the beautiful red 
bird will come soon and then the mock- 
ing bird. The mockingbird is a lithe 
cr-uture and as he dips his breast into 
the little stream, he straightens with 
a shake of his feathers and will secm 
to say: “I am the finest of them all,” 
and verily, one will think that he is 
as vain of himself as ever a fine lady 
was of her Easter hat, and besides he 
will seem impressed imat not a one of 
his feathers are borrewed goods, that 
might be purchased for the price of a 
dollar and that never a song of his had 
been improved by the touch of culture 
to make him the sweetest singer of the 
world. 

Surely these mockingbirds are the 
vainest of all God's creatures. He is 
not only vain, but he is an aristocrat, a 
full believer in the divine right of his 
o be better than all others of the feath- 
If he was a human, instead 
‘if aw bird, he would scorn to live any- 
where save on Peachtree street or 
Pruid Hills, and he would have special 
police to see that the right-of-way was 
kept clear for his automobile, and woe 
it would be to any of the small street 
inhabitants that got in the way of his 
machine. 

With all these grand notions though, 
this very mockingbird “sees not him- 
self as others see him.” When we 
come to make a study of his true char- 
acter nothing short of contempt can 
possess us for his cruelty and insolence. 
He is a veritable vagabond and a tyrant 
by nature. Not one lick of wurk will 
be performed toward helping his mate 
in their family affairs. Not a blade of 
grass will he gather to help build the 
neers he would scorn to catch a bug to 
help feed the young, and in all the pe- 
riod of tncubation he leaves his mate to 
sit alone upon the nest while he struts 
and sings and puts on aristocratic airs 
somewhere about the neighborhood. 
This only applies to the male mockin- 
bird. He. vou are sure to be impressed. 
had much rather adorn the hat of some 
Haster lady than to remain in the 
background with plenty around him. 

If rou have never watched the 
habits f these mockingbirds you 
should do so. The female mocking- 
bird has two marked characteristics— 
if she can get to her young when they 
are caged she poisons them. seems to 
kill them with great delight: besides 
this trait. she is silent. never makes 
a chirp, and even the movements of

her wings and skipping from twig to 
twig makes no fuss, she does. all..the 
work of the family and says nothing. 
But the male mockingbird, he is the 
study. To make himself conspicuous 
is his chief end of life, and to say 
that he is a success upon this line 
puts it mild. He spends his time up 
and down the roads, and the roads 
where automobiles run at that. He 
knows exactly where the highest 
trees grow upon these roads, ang if 
there be a tall bear tree, without any 
leaves to hide him from view, there 
he is sure to make a display of him- 
self, and he sings from there ‘the 
sweetest of all the singers, but the 
rascal makes a great difference in his 
manner of singing to an automobile 
and a shabby wagon. He seems to be 
entirely able to distinguish illustrious 
visitors on a tottr around Atlanta from 
the common folks of the city out in 
hired machines. Away in the distagce 
he discovers the illustrious and off he 
sails to meet them, and he will keep 
along with thems for 2 or 3 miles if he 
decides that they are extra fine folks. 
In old-times, when high olq chestnut 
trees stood all along the roads we 
have known these birds to follow a 
glittering carriage to the extent of his 
range and sing in all his glory, while 
he would scorn to notice passers in 
an ox cart and refuse to utter the 
twit of a sparrow. 

But we are giad to mention that 
these male mockingbirds, as careless 
as they are providing for their mate, 
if that mate is lost to them they néver 


When the mate Is on.the nest to hatch 
the eggs he is at his best and lingers 
close about her, and while he will do 
no work toward that nest. he will 
fight to his death if the nest is at- 
tacked. This may seem to be strange 
characteristics, but these birds may 
think that it is no stranger than that 
to look upon the Easter hats and con- 
sider that a professed Christian people 
would slay sweet birds for the plumes 
they wear. 

But we have said all this just to 
get to say that the building of nests 
and the hatching of young birds be-

gins with Faster. All country people 
know that in a few days, around every 
town in Georgia, there will be gangs 
roving the woods to/ find these nests.

Pensions for Bank Clerks. 


(From The Survey.) 

The First National Bank of New 
York has adopted a carefully worked- 
out voluntary contributory insurance 
scheme for aged or invalided em- 
ployees. The pension fund is to be 
made up of contributions from the 
bank and from individuals, together 
with a 3 per cent deduction from the 
salaries of those desiring to become 
beneficiaries. Eligibility on account of 
incapacity begins after fifteen years’ 
service; on account of old age, after 
65 years of age and fifteen years of 
service. 

The amount of the pension is 2 per 
cent of the average salary for the 
preceding five years, the maximum 
dmount being 75 per cent of the aver- 
age salary, during employment, or 
$5,000. If the beneficiary has not com- 
pleted twenty-five years of employ- 
ment before retirement, the pension is 
to eontinue for as many years ay his 
term of service; if he has completed 
this number of years it is to continue 


An employee’s widow or orphan chil- 
dren are to receive one-half of the 
pension, under the same rcgulations. 
In case a contributor leaves the bank 
before he is eligible to the pension he 
is to receive back the full amount of 
his contribution without interest. Spe- 
cial cases can be provided for at the 
discretion of the bank. Francis L.

GEORGIA FISHERIES MAKING. 


VERY RAPID DEVELOPMENT — 


Washington, April 15.—(Speotal.)— | 
The fishdry products of Georgia in 
1908 had a value of $701,000, as com- 
pared with $869,000 in 1902 and $171,- 
000 in 1897. This steady development 
of the sea fisheries of the state has 
taken place since 1880, as will appear 
from the special United States census 
report on the fisheries industry of the 
United States for the year 1908, pre- 
pared under the. supervision of Mr. 
William M. Steuart, chief statistician 
of manufactures, and soon to be is- 
sued by Census Director E. Dana Du- 
rand. 

Oysters contributed nearly half of 
the value of the product in 1908, while 
Shad and Tred snapper followed as the 
otner leading species. The principal 
fishing grounds are the Savannah, the 
Altamaha and the Ogeechee rivers and 
the outlying ocean areas. 

Sea Fisheries Developed Since 1880. 

The United 8tates census réport for 
1880 stated that the sea fisheries of 
Georgia were at that time almost 
wholly undeveloped, but there has 
been a decided and progressive in- 
crease since then in practically every 
item. The number of persons em- 
ployed, exclusive of shoresmen, has 
increased from 1,421 in 1890 to 2,215 in 
1908; the total value of equipment

000, in 1890, to 14,828,000 ola te

The “unifonmity of the development 
is demonstrated by comparative state- 
ment of the quantities and values of 
the chief species at each of the can- 
vasses since 1890 for which statistics 
are furnished.

tinues, our department of state may 
have to answer some embarrassing 
questions relating to military desert- 
ers and political refugees. A hint to 
that effect has already been conveyed 
by the escape of one of the insurrecto 
leaders across the border into Texas, 
and the reported demand of the Mexi- 
can authorities for his return. 

The peopie of the United States have 
always had an invincible repugrance 
to surrendering political fugitives. 

To hand over a Mexican rebel, of 
any prominence, to the Diaz govern- 
ment, would probably be equivalent 
to condemning him to be shot.

charges should be toward decreased rather than increased switching charges, 
which were established, as you say, near three decades ago, when the capacity 
of cars were 20,000 pounds, against 80,000 now,.and the cost of cars $300, 
against $1,000 now. I will forfeit $1,000 to the Orphans’ Home for the proof in

Mr. Oglesby is in error when he states that we asserted that the 
railroads were seeking to increase the $2.00 switching charge to as 
high as $45.00 per car. : 

The statement was, and the truth is, that they propose to make 
a change in the charge for what is known as industrial switching— 
that is, the movement of loaded cars between industries situated 
within the customary yard limits of the city, within three miles from 
the starting point. Heretofore, this movement has been made for 
the customary charge of $2.00 a car, without regard to weight or 
contents. It is now proposed to increase this charge by subjecting 
this local movement to regular transportation rates, as authorized 
by the commission on transportation movements between stations. 

That such is their purpose is manifest from Switching Tariff 
No. 1, of the Southern Railway Company; I. C. C. No. 2-4050, issued 
December 23, 1910, and effective February 1, 1911. Rule III., of this 


tariff, is as follows: 


A movement which begins and ends within yard or switching limits, 
which is not incident to the forwarding or delivery of a shipment to or from 
points without said limits, is a transportation movement, and will be treated 


as such. 

In pursuance of this rule the railway company has demanded 
of various merchants and manufacturers in the city of Atlanta 
charges based on transportation rates for this service of industrial 
switching. If these rates are applied according to the Georgia 
railroad commission’s tariffs, the statement given out by the special 
committee shows that the charge would vary from a minimum of 
$4.72 on coal and coke, to as much as $45.00 first-class freight on a 
leaded car of 30,000 pounds, for a seven-mile haul and under. 

This very contention was reviewed by the Georgia railroad 
commission in 1902, when the cost and capacity of cars were approx- 
imately the same as now, and the commission at that time refused 
to allow an increase in the charge. 

We are not quite sufe what proof Mr. Oglesby desires, but if he 
will deposit the $1,000.00 forfeit named by him, the shippers of 
Atlanta can furnish satisfactory proof to any reasonable mind of 
the truth of all of their statements.

MOVEMENT TO ORGANIZE 
SOCIETY IN GEORGIA 

Editor Constitution: I read with 
much interest your strong editorial of 
last Sunday, suggesting that a Peace 
Society be organized in this state. It 
was unusually timely, in view of the 
fact that only recently a moveimeut 
has been quietly started toward the 
formation of such an organization in 
Georgia. 

State peace societies have been or- 
ganized in many of the northern states, 
and under authority of the American 
section of the International Medical 
Society for the Prevention of War, of 
which I am' the secretary for Georgia, 
I had just commenced the work when 
your splendid editorial appeared. Hon. 
Hoke Smith has signified his willing- 
ness to accept the presidency of the 
Georgia Peace Society, and Rev. John 
BE. White will be one of the prime 
movers in its organization. 

The movement is now well on foot 
and a meeting will soon be announced 
when the organization will be, per- 
fected. 

Something about the International 
Medical Society for the Prevention of 
War will probably be of interest 
connection with the announcement of 
the organization-of a Georgia branch. 
The society was organized in Paris, 
France, in 1809, by Dr. J. A. Reviere, of 
Paris, one of the greatest physicians 
of the century, and also one of the 
greatest humanitarians the world has 
ever known. Dr. Reviere has no family 
and spends his vas. fortune and in- 
come for the benefit of his fellowmen. 
When he called the meeting of 1909, 
when the society was formed, repre- 
sentatives from every civilized coun- 
try in the world were, present. 

At this meeting the International 
Medical Society for the Prevention of 
War ‘was formed, different national

sections designated, officers named, a 
call issued for first meeting of the so- 
ciety in the early fall of this year. 
Having become acyuainted with Dr. 
Reviere while I was pres dent of the 
American Anti-Tuberculosis League, I 
know something of his wonderful work 
for humanity’ and was only too glad to 
accept his invitation to take part in 
the deliberations of the meeting of 
1909. Dr, Benham Snow, of New ‘York, 
was appointed president of the ‘Ameri- 
can section ‘at that meeting, whfle I 
was named secretary, and we are now 
actively engaged in organizing the 
physicians of the United States. The 
national work. being under good head- 


“mation of a Georgia 
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Twé Constitution, and the balanse of 
the press of the state toward that end. 

This year promises to be a great 
one in the movement toward universal 


peace. It will be marked by the many 
conventions to be held by peace socie- 
ties. 

The next international peace con- 
gress will be held in Rome, Italy, in 
October, 1911. This will be composea 
of men interested in this work from 
every country on the globe, and bids 
fair to be the largest meeting ever 
held in this line. 

There will be held in Paris in Sep- 
tember, 1911, the first congress of the 
International Medical Society for the 
Prevention of War. This congress will 
be a grand meeting, and will be com- 
posed of the medical men of the world, 
who will protest against the inhu- 
manity of war. 

The third national peace congress of 
the United States will be held tn Me- 
Coy hall of the Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity, in Baltimore, on May 3, 4 and 6, 
1911. This congress will deal with two 
leading lines of peace work. First, 
the awakening of the public conscience 
by addresses directed against the folly 
and injustice which follow from war, 
together with the economic waste of 
universal armaments. Second, the 
practical means of making war diffi- 
cult by establishing institutions which 
will take away the excuse for war. 
Hon. Hamilton Holt, of New York, js 
president of this congress, and Mr. 
Tunstall Smith, of Baltimore, is ex- 
ecutive secretary. The president of 
the United States will open this con- 
gress Wednesday afternoon, May 3, at 
2 p. m. -It will close with a banquet 
Friday night, May 6. 

The American Peace Society, of 31

great work in organizing state socie- 
ties and in directing public opinion in

educational ways toward helping this 
movement.

LARGEST OCHRE MINES IN UNITED STATES 


NOW IN OPERATION IN BARTOW COUNTY 


Big ochre mine near Cartersville, Ga. 


Cartersvifte, Ga., April 18.—(Special.) 
One of the most unique ‘industries in 
the southern states is that of ocher 
mining, which is carried on to a large 
extent in Bartow county, Georgia, 
where not only the largest mines in 
the United States are operated, but 
where the finest grade of the yellow 
material to be found in America is 
found. 

Ocher, or oxide of iron, is “ied for 
various purposes, but principally for 
the manufacture of paints and oil 
cloths. It is mined in this county, and 
prepared by the process illustrated by 
the accompanying photographs, which 
were taken for The Constitution, for 
shipment to northern markets, and for 
export into France and England, where 
it is used for linoleum and for adulter- 
ating what is known as “French 
ocher,” a fine yéllow paint. 

The mine and plant illustrated here 


‘is that of the Peruvian Ocher Company, 
,which has about 400 acres of land upon 
‘which an inexhaustible supply of the 
product is to be found. 


The product of this plant is said to 


‘be the finest in the United States, and 
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is used only for the manufacture of 
lineoleum and oil cloth. 

There are several other mines and 
plants in Bartow county devoted to the 
production of cher, one of which ships 
a carload of the mineral each day, and 
employs about 75 hands. This county 
furnishes about one-half of the ocher 
mixed in the United States, and its

BALANCED INFORMATION NEEDED 
TO PROMOTE HEALTH MOVEMENTS

A New York philanthropist 
year received 4, 400 appeals for money 
which amounted to $112,000,000. Of this 
total $1,075,000 was asked for various 
co-operative purposes and only $46,000 
or less than ome-half of one per cent 
was for preventive health work. The 
rest was for hospitals, dispensaries, 
per etc. Although hospitals re- 

-eived during 1910 in wills and in large 
sifts over $10,000,000, the national com- 
mittee of one hundred ‘could not raise 

10,000 to show the necessity for a na- 
tional bureau of health. Does this 
show that the rich prefer to spend 
their money to cure a handful rather 
tHan to protect a townful? No. It 
means they are giving from misinfor- 
mation, not from choice. Balanced in- 
formation the promoters of health 


movements should gave. 

It is true that health topics which 
were deemed impossible for use in the 
press ten years ago, are given promi- 
nent places. The physician has lost 
his mronopoly of knowledge of health 
laws. Huge factories have been built 
to cater to the new appreciation of 
health laws. The advertisements of 
vaccum cleaners, incinerators,- sani- 
tary drinking fountains, disinfectants, 
show this fact. However, although 
we can be enthusiastic over the strides 
recently made in the health movement, 
the work that remains to be done is 
great, and there are many misconcep- 
tions now current. 

1. Because newspapers and maga- 
gines have devoted miles of space to 
medical examination and inspection of 
schoo) children a great many people 
reasonably well-informed aye 
the impression that the greater num- 
ber of 20,000,000 school children en- 
joy the benefits of these widcecly-pro- 
claimed advanced methods. Yet medi- 
cal protection to school children is 
actually provided for in but ten states 
and in New York the state educatioa 
and health officials belleve that it is 
not wise to Introduce a measure pro- 
viding for physical examination of all 
children in all schools. Indianapolis is 
the only place where childern in pri- 
vate and parochial schools as well as 
public echools are assured by law the 
of medical ingpection and ex- 
amination.

The Aeroplane Corps.

‘that on June 1, James Shelby Thomas, | 
/dean of Virginia Christian college of| 


Lynchburg, will become commissioner 
of education ‘for the Southern Com- 


' mereial Congress. His work for the | 


congress will carry him into all states

| ing about a quicker exehange among | 


all educators, of educational ideas and 
of school improvement suggestions. He 
will. also work out a plan for the 
Southern Commercia: Congress, where, 
by it can assist college and other stu- 
dents of the south to secure or com- 
plete their education along ‘scientific 
lines. 

Mr. Thomas is a young man with an 
unusual educational’ record. He was 
born in Saltville, Va., in 1880. He re- 
ceived his education in public schools, 
then prepared for college at Tazewell, 
and the city high school at Catletts- 
burg, Ky. He took his degree of Mas- | 
ter of Arts at Milligan college, Johnson .

conditions. In 1908, he moved to Lynch- 
burg, Va., and ‘was a founder of Vir- 
ginia Christian college. He was @¢@ne 
of five men who borrowed $100 each to 
close an option for the college prop- 
erty that is now worth $250, 000. =n 
1905, when the board of state schoo! 
examiners of Virginia was org 3 nized, 
he hecame supervisor over twerty- -five, 
counties, and later was state guper- | 
visor of. rural. schools. During Mr. 
Thomas’ tenure of this office, he raised | 
by. private subscription nearly half a | 
million dollars to be used in the erec- 
tion .of improved school buildings. In 
addition he secured, by his direct ef- 
forts an increase Of school tax in a 
large number of Virginia counties.

Berlin, April -—~—(#pecial. )—Ger- 
many’s social policy was alluded to by 
Herr Delbreuck during his speech up- 
on the occasion of the second reading 
of the budget in the reichstag. He 
pointed out that in 1909 the total ex- 
penditure on social political purposes 
in Germany amounted to $200,000,000 
in round figures, of which $101,500,000 
was derived from the employers, $75,- 
760,000 from the workers, and $12,- 
760,000 from the state. As s00n as 
the imperial insurance decree and the 
private employers’ act were completed 
the social political expenditure would 
reach $2560,000,000. 

Germany spent a fifth part of what 
one could claim to be the increment 
of the national fortune on social polit- 
ical purposes. One could not assert 
that the goverament was unproductive 
in that sphére. There wag no doubt 
of the economic importance of tne 
question of the wages tariff between 
employers and workers, but lega) reg- 
ulations were at present impossible. 
Delbrueck said his time was now takeu 
up by hig efforts to make home indus- 
try tmdependent of foreign raw ma- 
terials, eapecially cotton. 

An Enthusiastic Admirer. 


Peter Todt, an enthusiastic admirer 
of the Prince of Bavaria, gave an ex- 
pression to his admiration a couple of 
days ago by climbing up the lightning 
eonductor above the spire of the 
ehurch opposite the royal palace in 
Munich, and affixing a blue and white 
Bavarian flag to the top. 

From this elevated position he de- 
livered a speech glorifying the kaiser, 
the prince regent and the German em- 
pire. In spite of the great heighth 
every word could be clearly heard by 
the immense crowd below. 

The ninetieth anniversary of the 
birthday of the prince is being com- 
Mmemorated by the issue of a set of 
#tamps of fifteen denominations. The 
curiosity of the design—a large stamp 
-~—is that the feather generally worn 
on the lefthand side of the hat is 
shown on the right. 

A Curieus Revenge. 

Detlet von Winterfcld, a bank man- 
ager, ig alleged to have taken a cu- 
rious revenge on a police officer who 
broke off an engagement with a bank- 
er's daughter. 

Winterfeld engaged private detect- 
ives to have the officer watched con- 
etantly, and every mistake he made 
in hi& police work they immediately 
telephoned to the chief of police. At 
last Herr von Winterfeld is also said 
to have had the police officer's writ- 
ing table burst open, and important 
papers stolen in order to hinder his 
work. ‘ 

A private female detective made 
these disclosuyes today, when pro- 
ceedings were commenced against Herr 
von Winterfeld and his four detectives.

An —e. resembling the notorious 
sultan of Zanzibar hoax at Cambridge 
university is reported from Abyssinia. 
A prince who was sent on a trade mis- 
sion to Paris by Menelik had an impe- 
rial seal made, by means he obtained 
entry to all the Furopean courts and to 
the white house as a specia] Abyssinian 
envoy. At the Berlin foreign office here 
the bogus envoy was bowed out by the 
officials. It is said he obtained an 
entree to the white house at Washine- 
aa D. C., by means of his fake creden- 
tials.

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AN ERA OF CATHEDRAL 


BUILDING IN AMERICA| 


It is said that there ft in America| 
today as strong ambition to bufld great 
cathedrals as there was in Europe cen- 
turies ago when the great fanes there 
started to rise. Five really great struc- 
tures are already projected, and one 
among the greatest in cost and time of 
construction the world has yet known, 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine, is 
to be consecrated on April 19, although 
tt ie far from complete. The other four 
Cathedral, San Francisco, 
Knob Hill, and 8S. Peter and Paul, 
Washington, on a site that overlooks 
the national capital, Protestant Epis- 
copal; and the Cathedral of St, Louis in 
St. Louis and the Cathedral of St. Paul 
in St. Paul, Roman Catholic. Boston, 
Denver, Brooklyn, and some other cities 
have cathedrals partly finished or pro- 
jected, while many cities, lIfke New 
York, Detroit, Memphis, Cleveland, Al- 
bany, Omaha, Philadelphia and Chicago 
have structurés called cathedrals, and 
possessing cathedral foundations, either 
Roman Catholic or Protestant Epis- 
copal. The St. Paul and St. Louis ca- 
thedrals tavcive expentitures of $2,000,- 
000 to $3,060,000 each, and will seat 
4,000 to 6,000 each. The St. Paul edi- 
ifice, now under construction by Arch- 
bishop Ireland, occupies a site on 8&t. 
Anthony’s Hills that overlooks both 
twin cities. Its style is French Gothio, 
and ite material an American granite 
that is white an dbeautiful. To date 
$561,000 has been expended, 


The New York Cathedral, to be con- 
secrated next week, is finished in sanc- 
tuary and two chapels only, but has 
cost $8,750,000 of the $10,000,000 it will 
cost before completion. It will be 620 
feet long, 296 feet across. transepts, and 
its wpire will rise 425 feet; dimensions 
that rank with the greatest in the 
world. Its style is Gothic of the fif- 
teenth century, and its material a pink- 
ish cream granite. It will cost $60,000 
a year simply to maintain services in 
it in its present unfinished state. All of 
the study put upon European Cathe- 
drals, making them so interesting when 


|written up by travelers, has been put 


upon the New York fane. It is not 
bald—tmere granite and mortar—but 
like English Cathedrals it pictures in 
stone and carvings much for which it 
stands. In the sanctuary floor fs a 
stone from the ancient Church of St. 
John the Divine, Ephesus, where it is 
claimed the evangelist was buried. The 
temporary auditorium now to be open- 
ed will seat 2,000, but the completed 
building will seat 8,000 to 10,000. It 
will be many years yet before it is 
completed, It is to be used immediate- 
ly it is opened next week, for great 
meetings of many kinds, not merely 
for public religious worship. 


Cornelius Vanderbilt once 
Potter of New York, 
and asked why put $10,000,000 and fifty 
years into one church? He batked his 
question with an offer of $1,000,000— 
enough he thought. Bishop Potter de- 
clined his offer, and to him and to oth- 
ers stated that if commerce builds 
palaces for its trade, if public comfort 
bullds palaces for hotels, religion must 
keep up its end. But Christian lead- 
ers who plan these cathedrals do not 
say that all churches should be large. 
The business of religion and missions 
is as well managed, by and large, as 
the business of trusts, government, ed- 
ucation. The plan is: A few churches 
that are large and that show Christian 
faith of the twentieth century; then 
many other small churches. Christian 
leaders are not without policy. For 
example, Episcopalians in New York 
have a comprehensive plan for New 
York. It ts, old Trinity at the south- 
ern end, worth with site, $30,000,000; 
St. Thomas costing: $3,000,000 now 
building, in Fifth avenue; the cathedral 
at the northern end, and a Bronx 
Church House, costing $600,000 across 
the-Harlem. These provided, and back- 
ed by Grace and other famous parish- 
es, Episcopalians are building other 
small churches to reach many people. 
The strategy is broad, and it knows 
why it puts $10,000,000 into one struc- 
ture, and in another location declines 
to buy property but rents a front par- 
lor at $20 a month. 


LAYMEN’S EFFORTS 
AND MISSION RECEIPTS 


The first missionary society reports 
for the fiscal year do not indicate gains 
in financial receipts growing out of 
supposed ew interest in missions on 
the part of laymen. Presbyterian 
boards are the first to close their books 
for 1910-11. after a full year since the 
culmination of a series of laymen’s con- 
ventions unprecedented in number and 
attendance. The home board is $55,000 
behind receipts of the previous year. 
The foreign board is $160,000 ahead 
but it reports $100,000 of it from lega- 
cies, and $25,000 from sources unaffect- 
ed by the laymen’s campaigns. Church- 
es gave about the same as the previous 
year. Presbyterian women, just join- 
ing in a jubilee campaign, are $29,000 
behind in gifts to their board. Christian 
Endeavor societies, formerly giving to 
missions, are dividing, the men going to 
brotherhoods and the women into clubs, 
and mission receipts fall off. The 
home board reports $1,053,900 receipts 
last year as against $1,108,300 the pre- 
vious year. Expenditures were $1,192,- 
200 and there is a shortage of $138,000. 
The foreign board had $1,589,000 re- 
ceipts, and expenditures $1,646,000, a 
shortage for the year of $57,000. Board 
officials dscline to say more than that 
the agitation must produce results in 
time, and the laymen say the increased 
receipts will mature by and by. Lay- 
men's organizations report many in- 
creased pledges, and some have looked 
for larger receipts by boards. The lay- 
men’s organizations do not themselves 
collect or disburve mission funds, but 
seek simply to increase receipts of offi- 
cial, societies, especially the foreign 
ones. , ‘ 

The Presbyterian home and foreign 
boards have now received $4,500,000 
from the bequests of the late John §&. 
Kennedy, of New York. Another $500,- 
000 will go to them, and possibly more. 
The home board has decided to use the 
income from its $2,225,000, and a smal! 
part of the principal to strengthen 
Presbyterian churches itn the Rocky 
mountain and Pacific coast regions, to 
increase salaries of missionaries, and to 
erect and equip hospitals and schools.

CHRISTIAN COLLEGES V. 
CARNEGIE FOUNDATION 


In The Princeton Review for Apri), 
just published, the Rev. Dr. William 3&. 
Plumer Bryan, pastor of the Church of 
the Covenant, Chicago, arraigns. ths 
Carnegie Foundation for its attempt to 
Tegulate educational courses In colleges 
whose professors its money assists; 
criticises the president of the founda- 
tion, Dr. Henry 8. Pritchett, at one 
time head of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, for unorthodoxy in 
regard to prayer and for declarations 
that Protestant churches are failing; 
and calls for the creation of a new 
foundation by educational interests of 
all Protestant bodies, making it possi- 
ble to cut loose from the Carnegie 
Foundation. The latter foundation 
pensions college professors upon age or 
infirmity, or both, but lays down stipu- 
lations as to courses of study, handling 
of funds, and especially control by re- 
ligious bodies. The Chicago pastor de- 
clares in his article that many Presby- 
terian college trustees have gone to the 
limit in facing both ways—Presbyte- 
rian in order to command Presbyterian 
support and not Presbyterian in order 
to get into the foundation benefits. He 
quotes President Schurman, of Cornell, 
a foundation trustees, as admitting the 
dangerous tendency involved. He rac- 
ognizes the right of Andrew Carnegie 
to set up any sort of foundation he 
pleases, but appeals to Presbyterian 
and other institutions to render them- 
selves no longer influenced by it. 


The statements é¢oncerning President 
Pritchett of the foundation amount to 
an attack. The Chicago pastor quotes 
from President Pritchett’s writings to 
show that in effect he denies the resur- 
rection of Christ and almost everything 
else of a supernatural character in re- 
ligion, and asks if he should dictate ‘to 
Christian colleges, wherein are trained 
candidates for the Christian ministry. 
He also quotes the foundation’s head 
as #aying Protestantism is falling be- 
cause its ministry is not well educated, 
while Catholics succeed for the oppo- 
site reason. The Rev. Bryan replies that 
Protestantism is not falling, and he 
gives government statistics to prove it 
is not. Finally he recites ‘the small 
sums with which Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton universities started, and the 
large sums now going to them and to 
other educational causes. He calls for 
a Christian college fund of $10,000,000. 
which he says can be secured, and 
which will render the Carnegie fund 
needless for the Christian institutions. 
Christian education, especially higher 
education, ts attracting wide discussion 
just now, and the Rev. Dr. Bryan's 
article is therefore creating wide dis- 
cussion. 


WOMEN’S SOCIAL. UNIONS. 


An outcome of the recent women’s 
jubilee for foreign missions is the for- 
mation in about fifty cities of Women’s 
Social Unions, similar in name, but not 
in work to the Men’s Social Unions 
found in many cities. These new unions 
are federations of women's missionary 
organizations, all bodies, in particular 
cities. The plan had its beginning in 
Springfield, Ill... some years ago, and !s 
now applied to the task of perpetuating 
the late campaign. The new unions 
undertake no financial projects beyon4 
their own expenses, but aim to assist 
incomes of existing societies, especially 
foreign ones. In some cities they have 
charge of missionary conventions. of 
women, similar to those just held in 
such large numbers. The genera! cam- 
paign, the one holding its closing con- 
vention in New York a fortnight ago 
has now $900,000 of the $1,000,000 
sought to be raised. 


AMERICAN CHRISTIAN 
WORK IN MEXICO 


Baptists, Methodists, Presbyterians 
and Episcopalians have work in Mex- 
ico, Presbyteriang south and north 
recently joined in the forming of an 
autonomous national Mexican church. 
The Bpiscopal work, in part American 
and in part Mexican, is in charge of an 
American bishop. Reports from work- 
ers in all of these bodies in Mexico are 
to the effect that their interests have 
suffered little because of the out- 
breaks. From American Christian - 
leaderg there, representing the mis- 
sionary societies and hence American 
missionary money being put into Mex- 
ico, it is learned, so these workers re- 
port, that political troubles are not 
due simply to the unpopularity of 
President Diaz, not to political corrup- 
tion, if such exist. Thése American 
missionaries state that the unrest is 
due to a Spanish system, closely ap- 
proaching the feudal of European mid- 
dle ages, under which a handful of 
men own everything, and the common 
millions own nothing, cannot read, and 
shut up In ignorance and poverty are 
little short of slaves.

Humboldt’s description of Mexico as 
“A beggar sitting on a bag of gold.”

| MANY SOCIETIES? 
Epworth Leagues, the young people's 
organizations in Methodist churches, 
are losing in membership because, as 
is said, members getting to middle age 
refuse to resign and young people, for 
whom the leagues primarily exist, re- 
fuse to join because men and women 
much their seniors are in them. 
Leagues ate also suffering in mem- 
bership, it is reported, because men 
formerly in them are joining brother- 
hoods and women are joining mission- 
ary societies. Christian HDndeavor and 
Epworth Leagues are still further suf- 
fering in point of membership ftom 
the organization of Bible classes, with 
presidents and secretaries, and the 
breaking away of such classes from 
Sunday Schools into. independent 
bodies. Not only are Methodist, but 
also Presbyterian and Baptist young 
people’s societies suffering from this 
new movement in Bible classes. There 
is just now loud complaint from the 
older organizations about the multi- 
plication of new agencies. Officers of 
old ones admit that new ones may 
work effectively, perhaps do work not 
heretofore performed by anyone, yet 
they are making complaint of what 
they charge to be over-organization, 
and the tearing down of some things 
to build up others, 


CATHOLIC CONGRESS | 
AND LAYMEN’S LEAGUE 


The Catholic Bucharistic Congress, 
meeting last September in Montreal, 
is to meet this year, June 24-29, in 
Madrid. There will be some Ameri- 
cagas in attendance, but the number 
will be lessened because of the atti- 
tude of the Vatican this year in dis- 
couraging Catholic leaders of promi- 
vneroe from visiting Rome just now. 
The cardinal legate at Madrid will 
take the place filled at Montreal by 
Cardinal Vannutelli. Excursions are 
planned to Toledo and to the Escorial, 
but the special features of the con- 
gress, apart from its religious signifi- 
cance, will be an exhibition of all pic- 
tures in the Museo de! Prado, the 
National Art Gallery, which treat of 
Fucharistic subjects, grouped in a se- 
ries of galleries so they can be readily 
viewed, and an exhibition of «altar 
vessels, pyxes and chalices, loaned by 
the different cathedrals and religious 
houses of Spain. During the sixteenth 
century the richeg of America flowed 
into the coffers and on to the altars 
of the churches of the Iberian penin- 
sula. The finest artists the world has 
known devoted their genius to the de- 
signing of Spanish church plate. Much 
of this art hag been stolen or has per- 
ished, but it is held that, even now, 
Spain can make am exhibition un- 
equaled in any other country. In the 
procession of the congress either King 
Alfoneo, or his representative, will 
have place. 


The Catholic Laymen’s League has 
just been ‘formed in New York with 
the aims -both of developing Catholic 
men along certain lines, and of pre- 
paring these men for service fn 4ll 
Catholic dioceses of the country. - A 
board of twenty-five men, partly 
priests and partly laymen, will control 
the league, and the particular work 
will be the training of men for social 
service and for educational work of 
the Catholic public along social lines. 
Recently there was started among 
Catholic laymen of New York, Con- 
necticut and New Jersey, a series of 
retreats for the deepening of the spir- 
itual life. Lines of those retreats are 
the same as those long held for clergy, 
with periods somewhat shorter. The 
retreats have proven wonderfully pop- 
ular. These are to be increased in 
number under the new league. Sys- 
tcematic study of social questions, with 
classes under direction of the league, 
will also be undertaken. A part of 
the work will be the preparation of 
lectures, which lectures will be issued 
in printed form. The New York lay- 
men hope to make the league, and eg- 
jpecially ita social aim, generad 
throughout the church.

To Further the Cause of 
the Emerald Isle. 


National Leaders Will Sail 
From Plymouth Soon for a 
Tour Through Australia, New 
Zealand and the United 
States.

Dublin, April ‘—(Special.)—The 
natiaqnal leaders have planned another 
around-thée-world campaign to further 
the nation’s cause. 

W. Archer Redmond, M. P.., son of 
the national leader; R. Hazleton, who, 
though unseated for North Luth, is 
still a member for North Gelway, and 
Thomag O’ Donovan, a Belfast solicitor, 
will gail from Plymouth soon for a 
tour through Australia, New Zealand, 
and the United States. 

The selection of Mr. Archer Redmond 
is interesting. His mother was an 
Australian; his father and his uncle 
William Redmond won their litical 
spurs in an Australian tour. illiam 
Redmond was recently elected to par- 
liament, and is of the third generation 
of Redmonds to serve in rliament. 

Mrs. Mary Murphy died recently at 
Asooles. Her death recalls a tragic 
and thrilling episode in Irish politi- 
cal history, the Dynamite Scare, 
which convulsed England in 1883 and 
1884. Mrs. Murphy was the mother of 
John Murphy, better known as “White- 
head,” who was sentenced to penal 
servitude for life for being engaged 
in the manufacture of dynamite. Dr. 
Thomas Gallagher, of Brooklyn, New 
York, and others, shared a similar 
fate. The name of “Whitehead” was 
on everybody’s lips at the time. He 
served thirteen years in prison, and 
so harsh was the treatment that he re- 
celved there that he was released from 
Portland prison August 22, 1896, a 
nervous wreck. Some of the tory pa- 
pers, while denouncing his crime, con- 
demned the system under which he 
had peid such a terrible penalty. 

Upon reaching his home town he 
presented the appearance of a hunted 
animal rather than that of a man, and 
ran to a covered car which was in 
waiting to convey him home, a short 
distance away. He disappeared, but 
later was found wandering aimlessly 
about. He subsequently went to Amer- 
ica, where he was detained in a home, 
and was afterwards removed to an 
asylum in New York, where, it is un- 
derstood, he is confined at present. 


Birrelll to Retire.

The cfties 
@fe few and there are only’ twelve 
towns which have more than ten thou- 
sand inhabitants. The most of the 
people live in farm villages, from 

Which they go out daily to their work 
im the fields. The holdings are small. 
The farms on the plains are from ten 

to fifty acres in size and there are 
very few in the country which have 
more than two hundred acres. I have 
epent the last week in riding through 
the chief agricultural districts and 

pen thease notes at Patras, the chief 
port of the west. It took me a day 
te reach it from Athens, and there 
were vineyards and farms all ihe 
way. I first crossed the plains of At- 
tloa. They are now spotted with or- 
ehards and vineyards. The trees and 

Vines.are bare, but the buds are swell- 

ang they will soon be covered 

th emerald leaves. The soll is a 
rich, reddish brown, which shines like 
velvet under the rays of the sun. The 
mountains ere blanketed with robes of 
silver gray plush, the dusty grass, upon 
which flocks of sheep and goats are 
feeding. 

As I crossed these plains I stopped 
at Bleusis to attend the spring festivi- 
tiles of the Greeks preparatory to 
planting, and thence came on to 
Oorinth, which, in the days of Christ, 
Was as large as Boston is now. It has 
shrunken to less than four thousand, 
and is mainly made up of farmers. 
The town has not been bettered by the 
Oorinth canal, which there cuts its 
way through the isthmus. The traffic 
ig small, and most of the ships still 
go around to the Piraeus by sea. There 
was a ship in the canal as I crossed it. 

From Corinth on westward the rail- 
road passes for miles through great 
vineyards. The vines have been cut 
back, and they are now nothing but 
stumps as thick as my leg and as high 
as my knee. They are budding, and 
will soon put out the new sprouts for 
the year. 

Millions in Currants. 

As I looked at the stumps a Greek 
officer, with whom I was traveling, 
waid: 

“It is these vineyards that give us 
our living. They produce the chief 
crop of the country, bringing in from 
five to ten million dollars a year.” 

“Indeed,” said I “I did not know 
‘that Greece was a great exporter of 
wine.” 

“It is not,” replied the Greek, “but 
these vineyards are not grown for 
wine. The grapes they produce are 
known as currants, and they are ship- 
ped all over the world for making 
plum puddings, fruit cake, buns and 
mince pies. We send thousands of tons 
of them to Europe, and from 15,000,000 
to 20,000,000 pounds to the United 
States every year.” 

“But the “bushes are not Hke our 
currant bushes?” 

“They are not currants in that sense 
of the world. They are a seedless grape 
as big as a marrowfat pea and as 
eweet as sugar. They are dried and 
sold as raisins. They get their name, 
ourrant, from the fact that they wers 
originally grown near Corinth. We 
heve, all told, about 150,000 acres de- 
voted to them, and we regulate the 
crop so as not to cheapen the prices. 
This matter comes up in parliament 
wnd it is. one of our political issues. 
We have a currant bank, organizcd 
to aid the Greek farmer, and other 
banks help them in handiing the croj. 
At one time the currant bank bought 
up the poor currants on the market 
and sold them to local distillers for 
brandy. ‘This was because it was 
feared they might injure the reputa- 
tion of the Greek currant in the mar- 
kets of the world.” 

“From where 
shipped?’ 

“The most of them are sent io Patras 
and thence the different countries 
by ea. 
much as 3,000,000 pounds per annuin. 
A Crop tor America. 

this conversation I have made 
some inquiries about the Zante  cur- 
rant. as it ts called, and am wonder- 
ing if it cannot be produced fin Amer- 
ica. We are now taking about 13,000 
tone every yvear, and this is about one- 
twelfth of the whole crop. We have 
all sorts of climates. and some which 
to that of Corinth. Parts 
cf Celifornia and Arizona must be of 
that nature. I! an: told that the cur- 
rants often produce a net of $49 per 
acre and that a currant vineyard will 
sell for $400 or $500 per acre. ihe 
Lines becin vield in their fourth 
vear, and are in their prime at tweive 
vears. They will keep on bearing for 
fifty years, and vines are shown here 
which are said to be 130 years old. 
The vines are planted and cared for 
as in most vrape-growing countries. 
The currants are ripe in August 
are easily dvsied ard packed for ship- 
ment. I am told that the 
part of the erop now goes to Ver- 
sailles. where it is used :n making the 
cheaper French wines, being mixed 
with grapes for that purpose. 

In addition to the Zante currant 
Greece produces fine muscatels and sul- 
tanas. and also grapes which make ex- 
eellent wine. The native wines are so 
cheap that the common man 
at his meals.

The country housés are 
almost everywhere poor and rather 
mean in comparison with those of oth- 
er European countries. They have 
stone floors and the poorer ones have 
neither windows nor chimneys. Some 
of two stories have a stable on the 
ground floor, and the people live above, 
going up by a stairway from the out- 
side. There is almost no furniture, 
and a little stone stove or an open fire 
often forms the cooking arrangements.

They are taught to sew when 
quite small, and are expected to em- 
broider the skirts to be used upon 
their wedding days. This is often done 
long before the marriage has been ar- 
ranged for or even proposed. Such 
skirts are homespun’ linen, heavily 
embroidered. w'th silk . I bought one 
in Athens, which had a band of silk 
thread, worked in curious pattern run- 
ning deep along the edge of the skirt. 
The silk alone weighs several pounds. 

A Dance at Eleusis.. 

The Greek country girls have their 
national dances. I saw one at Eleusis, 
within sight of the ruins where were 
selebrated the mysteries, in the famous 
‘emple where Demeter was worshiped 
ind where the art of agriculture had 
‘ts start. You may remember the 
story. Pluto, the goq of Hades, had 
‘arried eff the beautiful Persephone, 
he daughter of the goddess Demeter, 
nd Demeter was hunting her She 
‘ome to Eleusis disguised as an old 
voman, and the king there entertain- 
d her so well that she gave seed corn 
o his son and taught him to farm. She 
inally found Perséphone and 4arrang- 
‘d with Pluto that the latter might 
ttay with her outside Hades for two- 
hirds of the year, while during the 
‘ther thiry she would remain in dark- 
1988, like seed corn in the ground. It 
vas on account of this legend that the 
yreeks held their farming festivities 
ere, and here they have them today. 

At this dance the girls were dressed 
n erstumes of silk, embroidereq with 
‘old. Their heads were cavered with 
veils of fine silk, the ends of which 
striped with gold. They wore the 

i long gowns which I have described, 

} and on thelr breasts were squares of 

| gold coins so strung that they extend- 
ed from one side of the body to the 
other. These breastplates were their 
fortunes, each girl carrying on her 
person the dowry which she brings to 
her husband in marriage. The Greeks 
have no marriages without dowries, 
and the bride ig expected to ada her 
share to the fund which the groom has 
laid up for starting housekeeping. In 
some parts of the country I am told 
thar the boys of the family have to 
waif®until the girls are provided with 
husbands. 

Weddings in Greece.

‘churches, and the priests perform the 
ceremony.

Veteran and The Salem, Va., Sentinel 
strong, protest from Virginia and 
Maryland against the use of Elson’s 
“History of the United States’’ in 
southern schools. i , 

The Roanoke Times of recent date 
says: 

“Roanoke College may as well face 
‘the facts. Its profesor of history has 
| made a bad mistake in using the El- 


son history and having it put into the. 


hands of the students. It cuntains 
{infamous and slanderous falsehoods 
against the section of the union in 
which we live, the people from whom 
'a large proportion of our people are 
descended, and ’the cause for which 
the fathers and grandfathers of\ the 
' present generation risked or gave 
, thetr lives, and for which some men 
yet living made sacrifice of their own 
blood. The college cannot afford to 
be identified in the public mind with 
euch teachinggor doctrine or with con- 
doning or excusing them. 

“Let us face the facts as they are 
as concerning the present policy and 
conduct of the college. Judge W. W. 
Moffett has and merits large influence 
and following in the state. He has 
resigned as trustee of the college and 
has withdrawn his daughter as a 
student. Thea confederate ‘veterans 
have submitted their courteous and 
kindly remonstrance against the Elson 
history—just the kind of utterance 
that might have been expected from 
real men who are gentle and consider- 
ate citizens in time of peace, but in 
war were not at all gentle.

ger be taught as facts untruths which 
are slanderg on the fair fame of ths 
south, her institutions and her peo- 
ple.”’ 

The William Watts Chapter, U. D 
C., adopts stirring resolutions as fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, that we hereby proclaim 
our indignant protest in the name of 
historic accuracy and truth against the 
use of this misleading and lbelous 
in Roanoke or any other 
college, north or south. 

“Resolved, that we hereby appeal to 
the trustees and faculty of Roanoke 
College to declare themselves upon 
this question, in a positive and une- 
quivocal repudiation of the slanderous 
teachings of this book, and to remove 
it entirely from the curriculum of that 
institution.”

When Texas was struggling for in-

latial estate owned by the Troutman 
family, a lovely young girl, Joanna E. 
Troutman, who, fired with enthusiasm 
at Texas’ struggle for independence, 

wrought with her own fair hands a sin- 
gie star of blue upon a white silk flag 
and sent it to Lieutenant McLeod, a 
West Point graduate, to be presented 
to his corps of Georgia volunteers, 
commanded by Colonel William Ward. 
of Macon. This beautiful banner of 
the lone star, designed and made by 
a little Georgia girl, bore upon one 
side the following inscription: “Lib- 
and on the other side 


ithe patriotic Latin motto: “Ubi Lib- 


| ertas habitat, ibi nostra patria est.” 


It was a Georgia woman who design-,Its white folds were first kissed by the 


breezes at Velasco, January 8, 1836, 
together with the crimson dyed sword 
of the flag of independence brought 
from Goliad. 


The News of Stateship. 


When news came from Washington 
that congress had made solemn recog- 
nition of the independence of Texas, 
amid the blast of trumpets and strains 
of martial music, this same flag was 
hoisted over the fortress of La Bahia. 
After the defeat and capture of Santa 
Anna at the battle of San Jacinto, his 
silver service was captured, and the 
massive silver spoons and forks were 
deposited with Governor Schley, at 
Milledgeville, to be forwarded to Miss 
Troutman by General Mamacore Hunt, 
first minister from the republic of 
Texas to the United States. This silver 
is now in the possession of Mrs. John 
Troutman, cf Fort Valley, a sister-in- 
law of Joanna Troutman, of Fort Val- 
ley. On the meeting of the congress of 
the republic of Texas, the flag of the 
lone star was adopted as the flag of 
the young republic and the great seal 
and all other seals of office were re- 
quired to have the lone star engraved 
upon them as the coat of arms of Tex- 
as. The body of this loyal woman now 
rests in a lonely churchyard in a grave 
unknown and unmarked.

Certainly, they had oppor- 
tunity enough, and I came up here my- 
self and sat up with some of your real 
estate men, in order to arouse inter- 
est and competition, and get the very 
best proposals possible. 

“The B. M. Grant & Co. bid was the 
best we were able to get, and we con- 
sidered it a good one. Now, if the 
lewislature can do any better, they are 
welcome to it, and I certainly will be 
heartily glad of it.” 

No Criticism of Committee. 

There has been, of course, no dispo- 
sition to criticise the committee in any 


sense of the word. 

The legislative committee, after 
opening the matter to extended and 
free competition, giving everyone all 
possible opportunity, went over the 
matter carefully and approved the pro- 
posal which it thought would be most 
edvantageous to the state. 

The bidders, of course, went into it 
against competition, knowing that it

The executive mansion, which, with 
the property on which it stands, the 
state proposes to lease or sell, was bullt 
about 1870 by John H. James for his 
Own use and when completed was one 
of the best-equipped and most magn!ft- 
cent homes in the city. It had gas 
and waterworks, though it was con- 
structed long before Atlanta had a 
waterworks system, as well as every 
other convenience. 

Mr. James bought the lot from James 
Purtell, an old Atlanta, paying .$10,000 
for it. The lot had a frontage of 140 
feet on Peachtree and extended west 
along Cain street to Spring street, a 
distance of nearly 400 feet. 

Immediately after buying the lot 
Mr. James began building what he 
thought would be his future home for 
years to come. “Cleanliness is next tu 
Godliness” has always been one of John 
H. James’ slogans and as he started 
the structure he determined to have it 
equipped with running water. Down 
in a hollow west of the lot was a 
spring and to acquire the right to the 
waters of that spring Mr. James bought 
the lot. Then he laid a pipe line of 
his own and planted machinery which 
forced the water from that spring up 
the hill into the mansion. 

Oity’sa First Waterworks, 

That was Atlanta's first waterworks 
system and the James’ mansion was 
the first home in the city to be 
equipped wth running water. 

When the seat of government was 
moved from Milledgeville to Atlanta a 
mangion for the governor was -neces- 
sary for a large residence on Peachtree 
street, between Harris and Baker, al- 
most directly opposite to the old Nat 
Hammond home, was secured. The 
building had been erected by William 
Crusselle,.one of Atlanta’s oldest con- 
tractors, and is stil] standing. It was 
one of the few mansard roofs in the 
city. It is now being used as a gar- 
rage. 

The building did not suit the tastes 
of the inoumbent, the then governor, 
Hon. Rufus B. Bullock, and a bill went 
through the legislature authorizing the 
erection of a new mansion. The James 
home was known to be the . 0best- 
equipped house in the city and nego- 
tiations were opened for its purchase 
by the state almost before Mr. James 
and his family had settled down and 
learned the nooks and corners. Mr. 
James manifested a willingness to sell 
and a trade was quickly made. 

Go-e $100,000 in Bonds for It. 

For the mansion Mr. James received 
$100,000 in Georgia bonds and the bonds 
were signed by Govetfwor Bullock. 

The building cost Mr. James about 
$60,000 and was furnished at a cost 
of about $3,000. 

When the sale was made to the state 
the furniture and everything in the 
house except the James family wearing 
apparel, went with it. The morning 
after the trade had been closed Mr. 
James and Mra. James and their two 
children walked out and walked into a 
boarding house, where they lived until 
he buflt the Capital City Club for his 
third home in Atlanta. As Mr. and 
Mrs. James walked out, Governor Bul- 
leck and’ his family walked in. 

“The mansion was ready for them,’ 
says Mr. James, as he talkse of that 
sale. “The kitchen range, the china, 
the dining-room service, the beds and 
bedding-——-even the shade and lace cur- 
tains were there. All Governor Bul- 
lock and his family had to do was 
walk in, get the cook busy and set

Governor Milton Smith was the occu- 
ant of the mansion from 1872 to 1877. 
e was the second governor to oc- 
cupy the mansion. 
A. H. Colquitt came into the man- 
sion in 1877 and remained until 1882. 
Alexander H. Stephens, who never 
married, moved in in 1882, but died the 
next year. 


Stephens and Boynton. 


When Governor Stephens occupied 
the executive chair, Judge James FL 
Boynton was president of the senate, 
and occupied the gubernatorial chair 
until the election of Hon. H. D. Me- 
Daniel. Governor McDaniel and faa- 
ily moved into the mansion in 1883 and 
remained until 1886. 

In 1886 John B. Gordon became the 
occupant of the mansion and there he 
and his family remained until 1890. 

Governor W. J. Northen succeeded 
Governor Gordon in the mansion, mov- 
ing into the state’s residence in 1890 
and remaining until 1894. 

Eighteen hundred and  ninety-four 
Saw Hon. W. Y. Atkinson in the man- 
Sion and there he remained four years. 

Hon. Allen D, Candler, the one-eyed 
boy of Pigeon Roost, became governor 
“; Fog, and was in the mansion up toe 
Senator Joseph M, Terrell came aftor 
Governor Candler and was in the ex- 
ecutive mansion from 1902 and 1905. 

Hon. Hoke Smith, Governor Josepa 
M. Brown's predecessor, occupied the 
mansion from 13907 to 1909, and will 
gO back again in 1911. 

Hon. Joseph M. Brown, present gav- 
ernor, moved into the mansivn after 
defeating Governor Smith in 1909 
and is there now.

Mr. Hall was not present at the 
meeting of the committee in Atlanta 
on Friday because he was under the 
impression it was to be held Saturday.

I misunderstood the date on which the 
committee was to meet and came to- 
day by mistake. 

“IT am opposed to the proposition to 
lease the property of the state now 
used for the executive mansion. If 
the bia of $351,000 is from a respon- 
sible party I shall be in favor of ac- 
cepting that bid as against the bid for 
the lease of the property. I do not 
think that the state should own prop- 
erty for the purposes of revenue. 

“The. gtate, county and city would 
dérive ‘mote! ‘revenue from this prop- 
erty when it is improved from the 
taxes, it appears to me, than it would 
receive annually from the lease of 
the property. It {s not fair to the tax- 
payers of Fulton county and the city 
of Atlanta that this valuable property 
should be exempt from taxation. If the 
property should be sold for $350,000 or 
more the improvements on it would 
necessarily be of a very great value 
and. the state, the city of Atlanta and 
the county of Fulton would enjoy a 
handsome: revenue from the taxes.

Why the Ambassador 
Resigned, | 


Berlin, April 15.—The retirement 
from the German capital of Dr. David 
Jayne Hill, whose resignation as am- 
bassador of the United tSates to Ger- | 
many, it was announced yesterday, 
will become effective July 1, is re- 
gretted at the foreign office, where | 
the relations between the government | 
officials and Dr. Hill have been of the | 
very best. It ig felt here that Dr. 
Hill’s tenure of the embassy has done 
mueh to further German-American 
friendship. 

The ambasador’s resignation appa- 
rently did not come wholly as a sur- 
prise, though no official expression of 
his intention to abandon the diplo- 
matic service had been received at the 
foreign office at the time Dr. Hill left 
Germany for America. Particular at- 
tention is called in official circles to 
the fact that the relations between 
Emperor William and the Americin 
ambassador are most cordial. 

American rumors to the effect that 
Count Heinrich von Bernstorff, the 
German ambassador at Washington, 
was simultaneously resigning, which 
reports, it was thought, might give 
political significance to Dr. Hill’s re- 
tirement, were promptly and emphat- 
ically denied at the foreign office. 

The German newspapers are mysti- 
fied by the sudden resignation of the 
American ambassador, and print an 
assortment of rumors as to what 
caused his retirement, including one to 
the effect that. Dr. Hill had clashed 
with Secretary Knox over the potash 
question. 

The Mittag Zeitung pays a high 
tribute to Dr. Hil) as a writer, scholar 
and diplomat, and says it is an open 
secret that the American ambassador 
never felt at ease in his Berlin post 
because of the incidents which oc- 
curred at the time of his appointment. 
The ambassador, the paper continues, 
régarded his stay at the German capi- 
tal as temporary and accepted the post 
under these circumstances only as an 
egress from the disagreeable situation 
between Germany and Anierica. 


FOR $50,000,000 LOAN 


Furthering Currency 
Reforms. 


Pekin, April 15.—The $50,000,000 loan 
to China by a group of financiers was 
Signed here today. 

The loan of $50,000,000 wil] be used 
in furthering currency reforms and 
other interests of the Chinese empire. 

An imperial edict ‘ssued October 29 
last authorized the loan from'a group 
of American financiers, who were to 
take a bond issue to cover the loan at 
95. The bonds were to mature in from 
forty to forty-five years from issu- 
ance, and to bear 6 per cént interest. 

Later an agreement was reached 
providing that four banking groups of 
the United States, England, Germany 
and France should participate equally 
in the loan and that the financial ad- 
viser to the government with regard 
to the use of the loan should come 
from a neutral European state. The 
banking houses concerned are the 
Morgan, the Hongkong and the 
Shanghai Banking Company, the Bank 
of Indo-China and the Deutsche East 
Asiatic Bank.

So Beatrice followed the regro to 
the confederate, and, suspecting noth- 
ing, was not surprised when the new 
man produced a large wallet at the 
directions of the other. Wanting to 
add to the large fund she now had in 
the bank, Aunt Beatrice’s eyes glft- 
tered as she looked at the fat purse.

OTELLO, A HAPPY CHANGE 
IN GRAND OPERA PROGRAM 


For more than one reason the sub- 
stitution of “Otello” for “The Girl of, 
the Golden West,” in Atlanta’s grand 
opera program ought to be regarded 
as a fortunate change. The novelty 
of “The Girl” and consequent curios- 
ity about it might be a balancing in- 
cident in favor of the Puccini opera, 
and the fact that Caruso was to take 


a leading role. 

But to consider the latter detail first, 
there are many operagoers with whom 
artistic interest in Caruso is not a 
preponderating interest or greater 
than thair concern over the coming} 
of the other celebrities engaged. While! 
there are even iconoclasts right here 
in town who are frank enough to: 
admit that they would pay just as' 
much money any time to hear Pas- 
quale Amato sing Iago’s “Creed” in 
‘Otello” (and he is announced to do 
s0) as to hear, or, more properly| 
speaking, to see, Caruso as a western 
cowboy. 

As for 


eomparison of the two 
operas, opinions have been divided 
upon the merits of “The Girl” as an 
opera, but the artistic weight of opin- 
ion feems to be unfavorable. Its pro- 
duction by the Metropolitan company 
would, of course, have been an elab- 
orate one, and the cast would have 
made fhe production. worth while. 

But there is, no doubt about the 
thoroughness of the enjoyment to be 
gotten out_of “Otello.” 

In the first place, the quality of the 
The opera was 
acclaimed a success from the start, 
even in musical cities in Europe which 
refuse to be binded to the musical 
defects of an opera by the brilliance 
of, its staging. And the opera is old 
enough for its standard to be estab- 
lished. 

Then. too, the character of the mus- 
ic is such that it pleases the artistic 
viewpoint and satisfies the popular. 
The story is a remarkably faithful 
transcription from the Shakespeare 
tragedy. There are no changes, only 
necessary cuts, but practically all the 
most noteworthy scenes are retained. 

The opera with one other (Falstaff) 
marks the highest point of Verdi's 
achievement, and ts one of the models 
of modern grand opera composition.

fs highly effective and dramatically 
convincing. 

There*was a performance of “Otello” 
(in Erglish) in Atlanta some years ago 
by the Henry W. Savage company, 
which many Atlanta people remember 
with great pleasure, and while the 
company then was an excellent one, 
the Metropolitan forces will mean 
greater magnificence of staging and a 
more notable cast. 

Individual instances of great beauty 
in “Otello” are the “tempest’’ music 
and the love duet in the first act, lago’s 
soliloquy in the second, and a quartet 
by Othello, Iago, Desdemona and Eme- 
lia, this act remarkable, too, for its 
prevailing recitative, with the decla- 
mation of Iago as the finest feature; 
the third act fs highly picturesque, 
and the great climax which forms the 
finale is only less superb than the cli- 
max of the last act; Desdemona's “Wil- 
low song’ and “Ave Maria” is one of 
the most pathetically beautiful scenes 
imaginable, and the whole of the last 
act illustrates Verdi at the height of 
his dramatic inspiration, the music as 
beautiful as it is a wonderful portray- 
al of the dramatic intensity of the 
act. 

Vigor, finish, and originality, these 
are some of the qualities which make 
nr the strength of the music, while the 
composer's growth in dramatic trutl. 
and imprersiveness as iilustrated in 
this opera was accompanied by no loss 
of that picturesqueness, that luxuri- 
ance of melody find brilliance both in 
his orchestra and his vocal score which 
made the charm of his earlier works.
